These witnesses are mostly working-men living in the East End ; and 
they ought not to be called upon to make the sacrifice of time and money 
involved in a journey to Tilbury, even if it were always practicable for them 
to do so. In addition. it is contended that it would probably not be pra 

ticable to secure the presence at each meeting of the Board of a member of the 
Jewish faith. There are, on the other hand, no doubt, reasons for the trans 
ference of the hearing of the appeals to Tilbury. It would concentrate the 
aiministrative work, and obviate the trouble and expense involved in bringing 
the appellants backwards and forwards to London.

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AN AERIAL ALIEN INVASION. 


FOREIGN PIGEONS. 
By MENTOR. 


HE average man in the street—that convenient omnibus personage created 


by Mr. Arthur James Balfour—when speaking of, or spoken to about, the 

alien immigrant, thinks, at least in this country, only of the Russian 

Polish Jew. According to the extent of his prejudice the allen immigrant 

is a being of potential advantage tempered by temporary drawbacks a of 
utter mischief modified by measures controlling what we cannot prevent. Within 
what we may call the periphery formed by these two sentiments and al! gradations 
of them which lie between these extremes. is contained practically the setentie 
thought of the average man in the street about the alien immigrant to these 
shores. It Is A narrow outlook. Russians and Poles are not the only alien 
immigrants who favour us with their presence. There are others included in the 
statistical tables of the Board of Trade. There are some that never figure in 
the voluminous statistics which emanate from Whitehall. | 


| A writer in a contemporary journal, the Spectator, for instance, called atten- 
tion the other day to an imimigration for which the winter that is passing will be 
notable. During the months since the end of last aAutUIMN an abnormal number 
of wood pigeons have visited the Southern counties of England. Early in January, 
we are told, vast flocks of these migrants from North-Eastern Europe settled in 
the woods of Wiltshire, Hampshire, and the Isle of W iwht. large as have been 
the enormous flocks of these birds settling in this country this vear. they were 
greater in the year 1907. In the December of that vear huge shoals of them were 
recorded as passing over the Eastern counties, estimated by those who saw them 
at forty or fifty thousand. One flock, which was observed flying at a great height, 
took eight minutes to pass a given point and was described as darkening the sky 
in the process. The number of these winged aliens which visit 
Last January and in December 1907 they were an invasion; 
have been hardly noticed.

Growing crops, particularly of swedes and kale, have suffered much from the 
wood pigeons from Sweden and Norway, for one of the characteristics of these 
migrant birds is an insatiable appetite, thus differing from some other alien immi- 
grants, if the complaint against therm be tenable, that they are able unfairly to 
compete with natives because they habit themselves to live on so little. The 
peasant of the French Revolution, we are reminded, uttered a trifurcated orison, 
not for saving Jews, Turks and infidels, as will the Church established in this 
blessed land on next Friday week, but for being saved from wood pigeons, rabbits 
and monks. One he said ate up his crop in the ear, one in the blade and the last 
in the sheaf. For the rabbit, the farmer in this country has the Ground Game 
Act and’ the monk troubles him not, but the wood pigeon presents awkward 
problems, the complexity of which, as they shape themselves to his mental vision, 
does not permit him to dismiss them to the simple expedient that appeared al! 
sufficient to his Gallic congener of a little more than a century ago. 


For it has been observed that in years when the wood-pigeon does not arrive 
in any numbers, destructive caterpillars have a “free hand,” and the absence of 
the former means that whereas crops are left intact, the latter towards May and 
June manage to strip the trees bare by their leaf-destroying capacity. These 


caterpillars would appear to be the primordial food of the migrant pigeon, and if he | 


could only be as naturalists declare he was in his original type, he would be we! 
comed and not dreaded. His forbears nested in holes, in tree-trunks, or in caves ; 
his diet the destroyers of the forest giants. But the wood-pigeon has left 
the dark and the hole, and builds ont in trees in the open. With his evolution as 
yet in a state of transition from a common stock, he has carried his characteristic 
for voracity, which was induced by the liberal supplies provided for him in the tree 
trunks, and which, being an eminently valuable quality, was allowed to run 
unchecked. Now, having changed his habitat, the caterpillars that he comes across 
are, in comparison, few, and his voracity is exercised very literally in fresh fields and 
pastures new. Frequently he will fill his crop with much more than he can 
digest, and although a pigeon’s crop will hold an amazing amount—one was opened 
a year or two ago and was found to contain 190 smal! land snails all living, 25 
grains of barley, and 12 of wheat—sometimes out of sheer repletion, the bird will 
disgorge. The ground under which pigeons roost in winter is often found 
scattered with rejected pellets, which are greedily and thankfully swallowed by) 
hungry birds with poor crop capacity. But the pigeon always retains his crop in a 
crammed condition, and throughout does himself well. 


This migrant pigeon, which has thus emancipated himself from the dark holes 
of the tree trunk and now perches on the tree top, has many other interesting 
characteristics. He is attractive, we are assured,apart from his beauty and his 
stalwart habits, for he is one of the cleverest and wariest of birds. Try to stalk 
him in a wood and he will exhibit an absolute genius for putting the tree between 
himself andthe gun. He is a lusty, sweet-throated bird, and is above all extremely 
adaptable. For instance, he has realised that in the country, where there are 
growing fields, he is persecuted, while in towns, where there are no fields to be 
destroved, he is quite safe. In London, for example, his appearance he finds 1s 
welcomed, so he adapts himself to environment and becomes bold. He leaves the 
tree boughs with confidence and in the parks will hardly trouble to get out of the 


way of pedestrians, hopping about serenely as if the place belonged 
to him. Nor does it seem that he has yet settled where he is going to 
nest. With strange atavism thrown back to the days when he chose the ledge of 


a cave, he now prefers buildings to trees, and will often venture to nest on the 
window-sill of a room in daily use. That in course of time the wood pigeon will, 
by the process of adaptation and the dropping of the habits of the common type 
from which he has sprung, cut himself adrift from that type, form a new species 
in bird classification or approximate to some other genus, the author of the Spectator 
article has little doubt. The wood pigeon to-day, like his ancestor the stock-dove, 
lays white eggs. At some time later when he has had an @ou or two to develop on 
lines which other birds have followed since the day when perhaps all birds laid 
white eggs, like snakes, wood pigeons’ eggs will probably be coloured or speckled 
like thrushes’ and crows’, so as better to suit their open-air surroundings. 


But the past winter has been notable in the history, so far as this country is 
concerned, of the alien wood-pigeon in something else than the extent of his 
migration, which, however, was exceeded in 1907. It was the first season, we 
are informed, in which farmers and shooting tenants took measures to restrict bim. 
Organised shoots, in which everyone who could lay hands on a gun took part, 
were definitely mobilised for certain days of the week. In the afternoons and at 


nightfall in the middle of February, the whole countryside turned out against 
the migrants, the main object being to keep them perpetually on the move and 
prevent their settling in the woods. The result of this dispersion activity. as was 
to be expected, was the sending of the birds in large numbers into neighbouring 
counties to those of their original settlement, and thus widening the area of this 
immigration problem. To such an extent did this become the case, that the 
Board of Agriculture in March issued a memorandum advising continuous concerted 
action for a fortnight in the hope that the swarms of the unwanted birds would 


be thinned by destruction or that they would repatriate themselves or, in any 
case, go elsewhere. 


It is doubtful, however, whether the remedy will not in the long ran aggravate 
the disease. In the year 1907-8, the year when the migration was largest, the 
flocks of foreign pigeons were attacked by a.disease known as diptheritic roup. 
They died im their thousands, and the woods of the Southern counties 
were strewn with dead or dying birds. The disease which thinned 
so palpably the ranks of the immigrant birds is believed to be contagious 
amongst them, and to be due to overcrowding. Last year’s migration, although 
large, had not reached the point which it did in 1907, and it is now thought 
there was not sufficient overcrowding to cause diptheritic roup. In the ordinary 
course, it is probable that next year’s migration would have been much larger, 
overcrowding would have been reached, and Nature would have applied its very 
effective remedy against excessive numbers. This, however, may now be foiled 
by the restrictive measures adopted. The thinning process of organised shooting 
which is now going on, may, infer alia, serve to maintain the birds at a healthy 
level. There will be another vast migration of foreign wood-pigeons ‘in lusty 
condition next winter, stronger and more able for mischief by reason of the very 
measures now being adopted against their kind. Thus once again restrictive 
measures against alien immigration, momentarily successful in depleting its 
extent, in the end will intensify the very problems it was vainly hoped by their 
aid to solve. : 


Love, it ts said, laughs at locksmiths. Man's conquest of the air has dawned. 
When he has completely acquired the art of aviation in all its fulness and the 
human alien tmmigrant is able to travel from shore to shore as do the alien 
migrant wood-pigeons from Norway and Sweden tothe southern coast of England, 
will he not be able to laugh at restrictive measures, however cunningly devised, 
however drastic? Shooting parties would be futile, for, unlike the wood-pigeon, 
the human alien immigrant could, and would, of course, retaliate.

BARON DE HIRSCH AND THE HOLY SYNOD.— 
EXPLANATION BY THE ICA. 


In our issue of March 17th we reported that in the accounts of the Holy Synod, 
presented forthe first time to the Duma, there appeared a large amount of mone) 
described as having been presented ‘by Baron de Hirsch in 1899. The Baron died 
before that vear and we. in common with the Russian Jews, assumed that the 
money had been paid by the Ica, a fact which occasioned considerable indignation 
We addressed enquiries to the Ica and received a telegram in reply, stating that 
the grant was made in 1889, not 1899. The Ica was founded in 1891 and therefore 
had nothing to do with the payment. 


Statement by Mr. Arnold White. 

In order further to elucidate the matter, a representative of the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE sought an explanation from Mr. Arnold Winte, who, it will be 
remembered, acted as the agent of Baron de Hirsch in his negotiations with the 
Russian Government. 

According to his statement it appears that 
formulate his scheme for the relief of the Russian Jews and desired to 
obtain the goodwill of the Russian authorities he realised that the 
man whom it was most necessary to conciliate was the Procurator of the 
Holy Synod. Baron de Hirsch was anxious to show that he. was 
actuated purely by philanthropic motives, and in order to demonstrate this he 
placed in the hands of M. Pobiedonostzeff a sum which Mr. White believes to have 
been between £40,000 and rH0.000 for the benefit of the Jewish patients in public 
hospitals. A year later the Baron was chagrined to learn that the monev he 
had intended for sick Jews was being appli d for ordinary synodal purposes. This 
malversation of funds. however. Cave him “ati opportunity of securing from M. 
Pobiedonost zeft the powers he required for the development of his larger achemes. 

In collaboration with a distinguished Jewish journalist, Baron de Hirsch drew 
up a cleverly-worded letter to the Procurator, in which he outlined his colonisa 
tion schemes, and solicited M. Pobiedonostzetf’s assistance. The letter, dated 
May 7th, 1891. was entrusted to Mr. White. who interviewed the Procurator and 
frankly charged him with having misappropriated the fands entrusted to him. 
Pobiedonost zeft at lirst fenced, but afterwards expressed his read 
ness to give the Baron the facilities for which he asked. He ave 
Mr. White letters to all the provincial governors, and through his support 
the Ica was eventually able to obtain a foothold in Russia. M. Pobiedonostzett 
evidently thought he had done sufticient. He continued to retain the fund placed 
in his hands by Baron de Hirsch, and we learn from the accounts of the Synod 
that the interest has latterly been applied for the upkeep of church schools.

Russian Anti-Semites and the Ica.

One result of the publication of the estimates of the Synod is the continuous 
appearance, in the anti-Semitic Press, of notices announcing grants of a “ million 
francs” by foreign Jewish organisations, to the Cadets, to the deputies who 
supported the Pale Bill, etc. The anti-Semites have also commenced a strong 
campaign against the working of Jewish organisations in Russia in general, A 
well-known Jewish politician in St. Petersburg, who objected to the disclosure of 
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his name, has stated that the Government had lately occupied itself with an 
inquiry into the activity of Jewish societies in Russia, and their relations to 
West European organisations, and that, in consequence of its discovery, the 
Ministry is expected to take strict measures against them, and to treat the 
snggestions of the Rabbinical Conference as to the formation of a Jewish com- 
munity, with extreme caution. 


M. STOLYPIN'S POSITION. 
‘From our Correspondent. | 


When M. Trepoff and M. Durnovo commenced their intrigues against M. 
Stolypin they forgot to take into account the most powerful section of the Court 
entourage. the Grand Dukes. The latter favoured the régime of the Premier who 
had rendered the lives.and property of the Imperial Family safe ; and, ata meeting 
of the Tsar, the Empress Marie and the Grand Dukes, it was decided to 
retain the services of M. Stolypin and to effect a coup d efat against the Houses of 
Parliament. The candidature of M. Kokovtzeff was rejected because he was 
unwilling to change the portfolio of the Ministry of Finance for that of the 
Ministry of the Interior The view that | expressed last week on M. Kokovtzeff 
seemed to have prevailed aleo at the Anitchkoff Palace, where it was argued that 
the Minister of Finance was too dependent on foreign Jewish bankers and public 
opinion abroad. . As. for other candidates, the unrest in the country and the 
situation in the Far East pointed strongly against the appoimment of 
a militant reactionarv. who is not known abroad and who cannot 
play: with Liberalism at home and conduct a& two faced policy. M. 
Stolypin demanded, however, the dismissal of M. Trepoff and M. Durnovo from 
the Conncil of the Empire, and the enactment of the Zemstvo Bill under 
Article 87 of the Fundamental Laws (empowering the Tsar to place laws on the 
Statute Book during the prorogation of the parliamentary session, subject to their 
subsequent approval by both Houses). The Grand Dukes agreed even to that. 
They were not sorry to part from courtiers who began to assume too much 
power, and they pointed out to the Tsar that the dismissal of M. Stolypin, owing 
toan adverse vote in Parliament, would impress the country with the importance 
of the constitutional institutions, whereas the prorogation of both Houses, and the 
enactment of the Bill under Article 87, would affirm his autocracy. The Upper 
and Tower Houses were, therefore, prorogued for three days, and the Zemstvo 
Rill (including the clause excluding our coreligionists from the benefits of the 
Bill}, became law. It is difficult to describe. the unanimous indignation provoked 
by M. Stolypin’s actions, which were approved by the Court alone. The Presi 
dent of the Duma, M. Grutchkoff, resigned his position, and other deputies are 
contemplating retirement from the Duma, asa protest against the violation of the 
constitution. The reactionaries are indignant at the rebuff of their leader, whilst 
the Liberals, and even the Moderates, shake their heads at the blew at the parlia 
mentary prestige. The country is extremely excited, rumours of resignations fill 
the air, and it 1s asserted, on good authority, that the very existence of the third 
Duma is threatened if the deputies refuse to forget their rebuff, and reject the 
Zemstvo Bill on its re-introduction. 


The Jewish Communal Elections in Constantinople.

CONSTANTINOPLE. 
The elections for the Mishliss Umumi (Grand Council) of the Jewish com 
munity took place at last on the 19th and 20th March. The interest taken in 
therm was very small. for out of about 25.000 electors scarcely a thousand of them 
took the trouble to vote. ©ne member of the old Mishliss, the President of the 
Ashkenazi community, acting under moral pressure, refused to resign with his 
colleagues, consequently fifty-nine, not sixtv, members were elected. An 
unpleasant incident occurred at the opening of the poll. A voter demanded that 
the election should be declared invalid and a fresh election ordered on the ground 


of candidates recommended by the Chief Rabbi, and that, therefore, illicit influence 


| that at the communal expense a secret list had been circulated containing the names 


had been exercised. His demand, however, was refused by the Chief Rabbi with 
out Inquiry into the complaint. The thirty representatives for the Galata. and 


Pera quarters were elected by not more than 200 voters. In the Ortakeui suburb 


only opponents of the Chief Rabbi were returned. This was also partly the case 
in the suburbs of Haskeui and Kouskoundjouk. On the other hand, in the central 
districts, all the official candidates (such as M. David Fresco in Haidar Pasha) 
were elected, while the only Jewish Senator, Behor Effendi Ashkenazi, was 
defeated because he was purposely omitted from the official list. The members of 
the Chamber of Deputies, MM. Faraggi, Carasso and Mazliah, and Nissim Rousso 
E-ttendi, Principal Secretary at the Ministry of Finance, were returned. The 
Ashkenazim, with insignificant exceptions, boycotted the elections, and are asking 
that the five Ashkenazim who were returned by the votes of Sephardim should 
not accept office. 


Jews in the Russian Army.—Astounding Decision. 
{From our Correspondent. | 


The Russian Parliamentary Defence Committee has resolved, by twenty-one 
votes to one, that “in view of the fact that Jews constitute a dangerous and 
demoralising element in the Army, it would be advisable to present a Bill to the 
Duma providing for their exclusion from the Army and for the enactment of a 
regulation whereby the Jews would be given another opportunity to fulfil their 
duties as citizens.” The mover of the resolution, M. Krupenski, suggested that 
would-be Jewish recruits should pay a tax instead of serving inthe Army. The 
Government representative did not take part in the discussion. M. Markoff 
elicited, however, a statement from the Ministry of War that the latter would 
leave the matter entirely in the hands of the Duma. The resolution of the 
Committee will shortly be discussed (in connection with the Military Bill) at a 
private sitting of the Duma. The fact that only one member of the Committee 
(M. Feoderoff) opposed the resolution need not occasion surprise. The Defence 
Committee is regarded as a sacred institution to which the Cadets and, of 
course, the Socialist and Labour members are not admitted. | When 
Professor Miliukoff recently came to a meeting of the Defence Committee as a 
member of the Budget Committee, he was requested to leave the assembly. 
Phe Progressives are allowed to send one delegate to the Committee, and it was 
their representative who voted against the anti-Semitic proposal, which even 
enlisted the sympathy of the Octobrists. The resolution created a great sensation 
in the Duma, where it is regarded as the first instalment of the Nobles’ policy 
towards the Jews. M. Miliukoff stated that the resolution has every chance of 
becoming law in the near future. The peasant deputies announced that they 
would vote against the resolution for fear that the Government would demand 
more recruits from them to replace the disbanded Jews. “ We know,” they said, 
‘that the Nobles will escape service in the Army in all circumstances and that 
we shall be the sufferers.” It is, indeed, interesting to await what the Govern- 
ment will do in the matter behind the curtain, even if it leaves it officially 
to the Duma. Will the Ministry agree to disband the contingent of 
54,000 loyal Jewish soldiers in the permanent army and dispense with a force 
of 200,000 reliable and trained reservists? At present the Government demands from 
the Jews a larger percentage of recruits than from the Russians. The Russian 
commanders in the Far Eastern campaign spoke highly of the Jewish soldiers, 
and the Tsar himself manifested his pleasure at their loyalty by permitting the 
Jews who participated in the war to reside in all parts of the Empire. Only 
last week the Viceroy of the Caucasus, General Count Vorontzoff-Dashkoff, com- 


mended a Jewish soldier (Maisel), for his bravery in capturing an armed robber, 
and instructed all regimental officers to read his order before the soldiers. It is 
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noteworthy that shortly before the resolution was carried in the Defe 
mittee, the Real Russians had instructed their lawyers to draw up a B 
for the exclusion of Jews from the army.

A Turkish Governor on National Interests. 
The well-known member of the Young Turk Party, Fak Fey, Governor of 
Scutari, recently attended a féte, given, at Haidar Pasha (Constantinople), by the 
Kadimah Society, one of the objects of which is to promote a thorough knowledge 
of the Hebrew and Turkish languages. In the course of an address. Faik Bey said 
that he had the utmost admiration for the work of the Society. The new régime 
demanded nothing more from patriotic citizens than the care of their own national 
interests simultaneously with the cultivation of a love of the fatherland and of the 
Turkish language. He recommended Turkish Jews not to confine themselves to 
the acquisition of Western culture, but also warmly to interest themselves for 
Oriental culture. The latter end could be attained by the study of Hebrew and 
Turkish, and it was the duty of every Ottoman Jew to know both | 
thoroughly.

Actions for Damages Against Anti-Semitic8Papers in Canada. 
(From our Correspondent. | 
MONTREAL. 


It will be remembered that last autumn certain anti-Semitic sheets in this 
provinee made violent attacks on Mr. Clarence I. de Sola, the well-known Jewish 
citizen of Montreal, who is the Belgian Consul, because he did not hoist the 
Belgian flag over the Consulate (in a big office building.) ., Mr. de Sola took actions 
for libel against these papers, saying their statements were likely to spoil his good 
standing with his Catholic fellow-citizens. The result of these actions on Mr. de 
Sola’s part is that the offending papers, Le Devoir and Le Nationaliste. of 
Montreal, have published complete and unreserved apologies, explaining that they 
have since learned that they were wrongly informed. Mr. de Sdéla’s action had 
the warm approval of the whole community. 


The Jubilee of Italian Unity. 

In view of the forthcoming celebrations in Italy it is interesting to recall the 
important role which Jews bave played in public affairs under the enlightened 
régime of the present roval house. Signor Maurogonato, a Venetian Jew, fought 
for national freedom. He refused the Ministry of Finance, but was for many 
years Vice-President of the Chamber of Deputies. Signori Ancona, Finance 
Minister of Tuscany, and Tullo Massarani, became members of the Senate. Many 
other Jews have also had seats in the Upper Chamber. The present King, in 190, 
appointed his former military tutor, General Ottolenghi, Minister of War. Signor 
Luzzatti, one of the greatest authorities on Finance, was several times Minister of 
the Treasury, and was recently Premier. Several important posts in the Diplo 
matic Service have also been held-by Jews, such as Signor Artom in Copenhagen, 
Count Hierschel de Minerbi in London, Signer Giulo Levi in Washin, 
Signor Polacco in Sofia. Lastly, mention must be 
Nathan, who has been Mayor of Rome since 1907. 


Jewish Schools in Turkey.

It is true the Bill permitted instruction in the languages 
of the different nationalities, provided due regard was paid to the claims of 
Turkish in the curriculum. Bat the measure provided for the exclusion from the 
staffs of all such schools of headmasters and teachers who are not Turkish subjects. 
This would involve the destruction of all that is best in the educational machiner,s 
set up for the benefit of the Turkish Jews, who owe much to foreign organisations 
lhkethe Alliance Israélite and the Hiulfsverein. The Bill also throws the cost of 
religious instruction on the communities concerned. 

A more hopeful view of the situation ts now beginning wo prevail. Eemrullah 
.tfendi 1s no longer at the Ministry of Education, and bis successor, Ismail Hakki 
Bey (not to be confused with the Opposition deputy of the same name}, seems to 
be inclined to take a juster view of the question. His first act on taking up his 
portfolio was the withdrawal of the bill and the consideration of the representa 
tions made to him by the non-Mohammedan nationalities. The latter are not, 
however, leaving things to chance, and are taking every possible measure, and the 
Jews are co-operating with their Greek, Armenian and Bulgarian fellow-citizens 
to ensure proper regard being paid to their legitimate demands. 


M. Roditcheff on Russian Educational Restrictions. 
[From our Correspondent. | 


M. Roditcheff made a strong attack on the anti-Jewish educational restric- 
tions during the discussion of the education estimates in the Duma. * Our 
Ministry,” he said, ‘does not spread education, but is occupied in calculating 
Jewish percentages. It is an insult to us to tell us that Jews would conquer the 
Russians if the schools were opened to them. It is true that their successes in 
the Universities are astonishing, but they are due to the fact that we admit there 
only Jewish gold and silver medallists. I would ask the Russian students to 
learn a lesson from the energy of their Jewish colleagues. It is a shame to com- 
pel Russian subjects to go abroad to study. Such a phenomenon explains the 
scarcity of professors in Russia. My voice, at present, is one in a wilderness. 
Let us hope that Kussia will soon show its present rulers their real place, which 
is the ‘ dust-hole’ of history.” His speech created a powerful impression on the 
House. The Real Russians lost no time in replying to him, to the effect that the 
Jews were responsible for all the upheavals in the Universities. 


The Montreal Hebrew Free School.

The new building of the Montreal Hebrew Free School was opened formally 
on Sunday, March 4th. All the most prominent members of the community 
were present. The new building has accommodation for 4500 pupils, more 
than 40 per cent. increase on the capacity of the former building. The history of 
the institution is the history of the Montreal community during the last score of 
‘ years; both have been a history of successful and rapid growth. The Ibrith 
b’Ibrith method of instruction has been followed with remarkable success here in 
Montreal, and the efforts of Rabbi Levine, the Principal, have won him praise 
from the foremost Hebrew scholars who have visited Montreal. The Hebrew 
plays and recitations given by the scholars have been always looked upon by the 
community as among the events of the year. 


Winnipeg United Jewish™Charities.

The value of such an institution, having regard to the present chaotic state of 
charity administration, cannot be over-estimated.

has just been signally honoured by the Winnipeg Ministerial Association, which hax 
unanimousiv elected him a member. The only other Jew who has been so 
honoured, in Canada, is Rabbi R. Farber, of Vancouver. B.C., who ten years 
ago was elected a member of the Ministerial Association of Vancouver during his 
first encumbencvy of the Congregation Emanu-kl of that city, and who was re-elected 
a member on his return.

A Reported Concession to the Jews in Roumania. 


The Deutsche Tageszeitung (an Agrarian organ) prints a telegram from 
Bucharest. announcing that the Roumanian Premier has resolved to introduce a 
Bill. which will legalise the residence of all Jews in the towns and villages and 
which will accord to Jewish ex-soldiers full rights, with the exception of “ political” 
privileges. 


Recall of the Chief Rabbi of Bagdad. . 
‘From our Correspondent. 
CONSTANTINOPLE. 

Some days ago, the Acting Governor-General of Bagdad telegraphed to the 
Minister of the Interior, requesting the dismissal of the Chief Rabbi of that city, 
because he had taken a prominent part in demonstrations in favour of the late 
Governor-General Nazim Pasha, who had been deposed from office. The Acting 
Governor-General’s demand was referred by the Ministers of Justice and the 
Interior to the Chief Rabbi, who pleaded, basing his plea on the privileges con- 
ferred on his office, that the Chief Rabbi of Bagdad should be summoned to Con- 
stantinople, in order that the charge against him might be investigated here. The 
Government recognised the rights of the Chief Rabbi, and therefore agreed to 

summon the Bagdad Rabbi to this city. 


A Reuter telegram, dated Bagdad, 25th March, states :— 

Four Jews have been beaten and robbed, and the Chief Rabbi, Eram Bey, was 
imprisoned, but was subsequently released. He has resigned, and though Yussuf Pasha 
has requested him to remain he persists in his determination, and has arranged to leave 
Bagdad and Nazim Pasha on a Lynch steamer. 


Tributes to Jews by Russian and Roumanian Consuls. 


[From our Correspondent.) 
SALONICA. 

The Consuls at Smyrna of the two European States which are notorious for 
their persecution of the Jews, namely Russia and Roumania, have recently paid 
spontaneous and warm tributes to our people which their own Governments may 
well take to heart. 

The Russian Consul, when receiving a deputation of the Jewish Community, 
which returned a visit paid by him to the Chief Rabbi, who was ill at che time, 
expressed himself as follows: “I know the Alliance Israélite Universelie and am 
well aware of the good which this Society performs, and of its labours to promote 
the progress of the Jews and even of other nationalities in Turkey. I spent seven 
years at Monastir and am thoroughly acquainted with the Jewish population there 
and in Salonica. In Macedonia the Jews form the most honest element; they 
are the only ones who work without political aims and with admirable perseverance, 
and who leave far behind them the other elements by which they are surrounded.” 

The Consul-General for Roumania has given utterance to the following senti- 
ments :—*I have for a long time been in close touch with the Jews in Smyrna ; 
the transformation which the Alliance Israélite Universelle has effected in them is 
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radical. I know the various populations of this city, and I can positively declare 
that the Jewish population is the most honest, the most active, the most intelli 
gent and the most sober.” 


The Society “ Somej Nophlim ” in Lisbon has just published its Annual Report 
and Accounts in respect of the year 1910, which show that the Society 1s 
extending its good work. The receipts during the year were £272, and 
the expenditure £254. During the period under review medical assistance was 
given to eighty-five cases, and the customary distribution of arti les of clothing 
was also made. The educational side of the association likewise continues unim- 
paired, A new sphere of activity is foreshadowed by the item of sums received 
for a Home for Invalids and Convalescents, for which purpose about £1,360 has 
been promised and £900 received. 

The King of Italy has conferred the Commandership of the Order of St. 
Maurice and St. Lazarus on Signor Gino Olivetti, formerly head of a department 
at the Ministry of Public Instruction, and Knighthood of the Order of the Crown of 
Italy on Signor Israel Lattes, Chief Clerk at the Postsand Telegraphs Department. 

“The annual meeting of the Canterbury (New Zealand) Jewish Social Club was 
held on January 29th in the Club-room, Gloucester Street, Christchurch, Mr. E. 
Nordon (President), in the Chair. The report and balance-sheet (showing a credit 
balance of £25) was adopted. During the year over £8 was taken from the 
charitv-box and sent to London to the fund for providing poor Jewish children 
with boots. The following were re-elected: Messrs. J. Levien, Patron; E. 
Nordon. President: B. Ballin. M. Lyons, E. Boulton, P. L. Hallenstein, and the 
Hon. CC. Louisson, M.L.C Vice-Presidents: M. Hollander, Treasurer; M. 
Lubransky. Hon. Secretary : P. Metz, Auditor: and a Committee. 

In the year 1810. the corpses of 216 Jews were cremated in Germany. 

A large number of ‘Jews in Bavaria, including officers in the Army, were 
honoured by the Prince Regent with Orders and titles in commemoration of his 
ninetieth birthday. 

The second ballot for the by election at (yiessen (Grand Duchy of Hesse 
Darmstadt) has resulted in the return of the anti-Semitic candidate, owing to the 
fact that the National Liberals voted in his favour. At the first ballot, as already 
stated in the JEWISH CHRONICLE, the Socialist candidate headed the: poll, but 
did not receive an absolute majority of all the votes. 

Dr. Jessica Peixotto, of the University of California, has been appointed a 
Director of the National Bureau of Desertion, an organisation recently established 
in New York. 

M. L. L. Klotz. who was Minister of Finance in the late French Cabinet, 
has been elected Vice-President of the Chamber of Deputies by 314 out of 358 
votes recorded. 

After two copies had: been issued to the public, Jsrae/, the Egyptian Jewish 
organ, has ceased to appear, on the ground that it did not receive due support from 
the Jewish authorities in the country.

Mr. ELLISON said that the work which had been accomplished by Mr. Nove 
fot that institution was simply enormous, as he had neglected his business and 
his efforts had even affected his health. Mr. Nove had been greatly j 
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in obtaining a large part of the funds necessary for the erection of the new wing. 
He invited Mr. Nove on their behalf to unveil a marble tablet which had been 
placed by the Committee in the synagogue of the Home. 

Mr. Nove, amid cheers, unveiled the tablet. upon which was the following 
inscription : 
1911—5671. 

This tablet is erected in recognition of the eminent services rv ndered by 
Emanuel Nove, Faq., as Chairman of the Building Committee of the new wing to this 
institution. 

The illuminated address stated that it was a token of respect and esteem and 
in appreciation of services rendered by Mr. Nove and in recognition of the 
devotion, courtesy and kindness exercised by him in discharving his duties. It 
spoke of his untiring efforts for the erection of the new wing and likewise in regard 
to the amalgamation with the Temporary Shelter. The address was signed by 
Messrs. Samuel J. Cohen, President: M. Heilpern, Treasurer; and E. Fox, Hon. 
Secretary. 

Mr. NOVE, in response, said he certainly had made some special effort and 
had devoted some of his time on behalf of the deserving poor and for an institu 
tion which he found was in such demand and which was so well managed. On 
behalf of his wife and himself he accepted the address with a great amount of 
pleasure. 

Rabbi 1. J. YOFFEY asked Mrs. Fox to unveil a tablet placed by the Com- 
mittee in the hall, in honour of the work performed by Mr. Eli Fox for that 
institution. Mr. Fox had shown himself a substantial pillar of that institution by 
throwing himself heart and soul into its work, and thus rendering it very material 
assistance in maintaining it in an efficient manner. | 

Mr. N. H. HARRIS having read the address to Mr. E. Fox, that gentleman 
said, in reply, that his thanks were due to the supporters of the institution, as had 
it not been for them he would not have been the recipient of a presentation. He 
hoped to continue his efforts for the Home as long as he was spared with health 
and strength. 

Mrs. Fox then unveiled a tablet erected in recognition of the valuable services 
rendered by Mr. Eli Fox as Hon. Secretary. 

Mr. F. A. SHIFRS made the presentation of an illuminated and framed address 
to Mr. Isaac Susman, and spoke in commendation of his efforts as Hon. Secretary 
of the Home for some years. As one of the Committee of the Bread, Meat and 
(‘oal Society he was delighted to see the success attained by the Home. 

Mr. ISAAC SUSMAN said that he had only carried out his duty which he had 
undertaken, to assist a deserving and important institution. 

A reception subsequently took place, presided over by Mr. L. ELLISON. 

Mr. MERTON FRANKENBURG said that he much admired the work accom 
plished at that institution and hoped it would meet with increased support. On 
behalf of his brother and himself, he assured them that they would follow in the 
footsteps of their father in encouraging soexcellent and well-managed an institution. 

Mr. CYRIL AINLEY, the architect, proposed the health of “ The Guests,” and 
thanked the Committee for their kindness to him. He thought thev hardly 
needed an architect when they had such efficient workers as Mr. Nove and Mr. Fox. 

Mr. C. A. WRIGHT responded. 

Mr. ELLISON proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. E. Nove, which was seconded 
by Mr. DOUGLAS MACLAGEN. 


The annual report for the year ended December 3lst, 1910, has been issued. 
It states :— 


The number of inmates has been increased from 28 to 33. The numbe 
of casuals who were provided with food and shelter was 6 By the 
addition of the new wing the building now consists of two wards (one for 
males and the other for females), together with accommodation for casuals as 
well as a large Beth Hamidrash used by the inmates for divine service. The 
Committee appreciate the valuable work done by the South Manchester Ladies’ Society, 
under the supervision of Mrs. H. Glass, as also that of the Ladies’ Conimittee 
organised by Mrs. 1. Susmanand Mrs. G. Danziger. Thanks are accorded to the Higher 
Broughton Junior Aid Society, to the clergy and other friends for collections at parties, 
funerals, etc., to the officials of the synagogues of Manchester and the district and to 
others. Gifts of wine throughout the year have been received from Messra. G 
Epstein and Sons, J. Cohen and Co., and H. Levenson and Co., and fruit has been sent 
weekly by Mr. Hyman Jacobs. Theo Committee record their appreciation of the care 
and medical attention received by the inmates from the Hon. Medical Officers, Drs. 
Messulam, Becker, Graff and Saul, and by Messrs. S. Kersh and A. Nove for dental 
services. ‘The Committee solicit gifts of cast-off clothing, as such articles are of great 
use for the inmates. The balance-sheet shows that the total ordinary income was £726, 
an increase over the previous year of £186. The gratifying response to the appeal for 
the building of a new wing was £67 as special donations, The sum of £314 was received 
in annual subscriptions, an increase over 1909 of nearly £122. The weekly subscriptions 
realised £145, various collections £54, cash from inmates £43, £16 above the previous 
year. With regard to the expenditure, the largest item was necessarily for the new 
building which, with incidental items, cost £540. The sum of £392 was paid for provisions 
and £162 in salaries and wages. The bank overdraft has been reduced by £61 and now 
leaves a balance of £340. The ages of the male inmates vary from 64 to 78 and those of 
females 62 to 79. The casuals were provided with 5,259 meals,

At the early age of twenty-six, the career of one of Hull’s most 
brilliant young medical men has been cut short by the untimely 
death of Dr. J. H. Farbstein, F.R.C.S., who was. resident 
medical officer of the Hull Workhouse.

Dr. Farbstein was a 
native of Hull, but came to London, and was educated at the London Universit 
and entered the University College Hospital in 1904. 
he gained three gold medals—he was only eighteen 
vears of age when he was awarded the Lister 
yvold medal for midwifery. In 1906 he took the degree 
of L.R.C.P. and M.R.C.S., and a few months 
later the M.B. and B.S. He became House 
Physician at University College Hospital, and was 
later appointed House Surgeon under Mr. Godlee. 
He was afterwards appointed Clinical Assistant at 
the Great Ormond Street Hospital for Children. 
When he was but twenty-four, Dr. Farbstein 
took the degree of F.R.C.S., and had to wait some 
months for his diploma, since the minimum age 
limit of the degree is twenty-five. He was thus 
undoubtedly the youngest Fellow of the Royal 
College. Dr. Farbstein subsequently was 
appointed to a post in his native town, where he 
was a general favourite. Everywhere he was 
known as “ young Dr. Farbstein.” His untimely 
end was doubtless brought about by his devotion 
to his profession. He became intensely absorbed 
in the study of phthisis, and in the consumption 
ward of the Infirmary of the Workhouse, of 
which he was medical officer, he became a victim of the fell disease by which his 
valuable life has been prematurely cut short, less than three months from the 
time when he exhibited the first symptoms. In December he broke a 
blood-vessel on the same day he had performed two major operations. 
From this mishap he never recovered. The deepest sympathy will be everywhere 
extended to his parents, Dr. H. and Mrs. Farbstein, the latter a daughter of the 
late Mr. Berkowitz, of Gravesend. A touching tribute was paid to the deceased 
at the service on Sunday in the Workhouse by the Chaplain, the Rev. A. Curtis. 
There was a large attendance, representative of the Jewish community, the 
medical profession, and the Guardians, at the funeral on Monday. The body was 


cremated. The burial service at the Crematorium was read by the Revs. B.

At the early age of twenty-six, the career of one of Hull’s most 
brilliant young medical men has been cut short by the untimely 
death of Dr. J. H. Farbstein, F.R.C.S., who was resident 
medical officer of the Hull Workhouse. His death, which at the 
last was of extreme suddenness, took place on Friday. Dr. Farbstein was a 
native of Hull, but came to London, and was educated at the London Universit, 
and entered the University College Hospital in 1904. , 
he gained three gold medals——-he was only eighteen 
vears of age when he was awarded the Lister 
vold medal for midwifery. In 1906 he took the degree 
of L.R.C.P. and M.R.C.S., and a few months 
later the M.B. and B.S. He became House 
Physician at University College Hospital, and was 
later appointed House Surgeon under Mr. Godlee. 
He was afterwards appointed Clinical Assistant at 
the Great Ormond Street Hospital for Children. 
When he was but twenty-four, Dr. Farbstein 
took the degree of F.R.C.S., and had to wait some 
months for his diploma, since the minimum age 
limit of the degree is twenty-five. He was thus 
undoubtedly the youngest Fellow of the Royal 
College. Dr. Farbstein subsequently was 
appointed to a post in his native town, where he 
was a general favourite. Everywhere he was 
known as * young Dr. Farbstein.” His untimely 
end was doubtless brought about by his devotion 
to his profession. He became intensely absorbed 
in the study of phthisis, and in the consumption 
ward of the Infirmary of the Workhouse, of 
which he was medical officer, he became a victim of the fell disease by which his 
valuable life has been prematurely cut short, less than three months from the 
time when he exhibited the first symptoms. In December he broke a 
blood-vessel on the same day he had performed two major operations. 
From this mishap he never recovered. The deepest sympathy will be everywhere 
extended to his parents, Dr. H. and Mrs. Farbstein, the latter a daughter of the 
late Mr. Berkowitz, of Gravesend. A touching tribute was paid to the deceased 
at the service on Sunday in the Workhouse by the Chaplain, the Rev. A. Curtis. 
There was a large attendance, representative of the Jewish community, the 
medical profession, and the Guardians, at the funeral on Monday. ‘The body was 


cremated. The burial service at the Crematorium was read by the Revs. b. 
Alperowitz and H. Harris.

The Board's Preventive Policy.

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upon the front pages of reports, while the thoughts and aspirations, as well as the 
time. of those who bear them, are centred elsewhere, will only disguise for a brief 
period the decay which will be inevitably sapping the vitality of the organisations 
which are thus manned.

If such recruits are not available, we 
shall depend more and more upon our official staffs, and, excellent as they are, 
they cannot supply that wider knowledge and outlook which should be the endow 
ment of the voluntary worker. I am sure it must be realised that the undertak 
ings so responsible and numerous to which our community is committed render it 
imperative that we should be able to command the services of gentlemen with cool 
heads and sound judgment, whose knowledge of their subject’ acquired by study 
and thonght will enable them, when the occasion should arise, to pilot the ship

The President's Address. 

The PRESIDENT delivered the 
following address. He said: Since our 
last annual meeting we have passed 
through eventful times. The death of 
his late Majesty the King, received with 
universal sorrow and felt by none more 
deeply than by his Jewish subjects, : 
general election at the beginning and 
another at the end of the year, all 
these occurrences tended to monopolise 
people's attention, and turned their 
thoughts away from the field in which 
the work of the Jewish Board of Guar 
dians is carried on, with results which 
may have contributed to the present 
condition of our exchequer. While 
these events have postponed a reform 
of the Poor Law, upon the necessity for 
which all are agreed, there have 
occurred abroad no exceptional inci- 
dents, such as have interrupted in 
the past the development of the insti- 
tution which we serve. I trust, there. 
fore, you will find from the report which 
you have before you, and from the 


level the sense of responsibility of those 
who are placed in positions of power, 
in order to check, if possible, that ten 
dency to flout authority of which we 
have had in our own community 
within the last few weeks more than 
one deplorable example. 


TIMES ARE CRITICAL 


in several directions; events have 
happened not many weeks ago which 
aroused dormant prejudices, and have 
brought a section of our coreligionists 
into undeserved prominence and obloquy. 
The murder of three policemen in this

but we hope that it may be possible to

benevolentaction. While in Russia the 
loss of this distinguished coreligionist is 
severely felt, we have here to regret the 
death of Lord Swaythling, formerly for 
many years an active member of this 
Board who played a scarcely less prominent part for more than a quarter-of- 
a-century in the many efforts initiated in London on behalf of Russian Jews, 
and who with the energy and determination which characterised all his acts 
did not spare himself personal exertion in devising means to mitigate their suffer- 
ings. The life of Lord Swaythling has been fully told, and we know that the 
position he attained as an eminent financier and as a politician was won without 
detriment to the work which he did for Jewry at home and abroad. The lessons 
of these two lives should be well weighed at the present time, when attention is 
being called to the difficulties experienced by those responsible for the administra- 
tion of our public bodies in enlisting the 


ACTIVE CO-OPERATION OF CAPABLE MEN, 


who are willing to acquire experience of their work by years of apprenticeship in 
the service of such institutions. Mr. Montefiore at the last Annual Meeting of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association deplored in language far more eloquent and forceful than 
is at my command the absorption by the public life of the country of many of the 
young men of our community. Formerly, the discharge of Parliamentary and 
civic duties was found not incompatible with active participation in our communal 
work, and although it is true such occupations have become undoubtedly more 
absorbing and exacting in the demands which they make upon the time and 
abilities of public workers, I am afraid, as | suggested in my Annual Address two 
years ago, that the rewards and honours which, as we have recently seen, await 
the successful politician, offer attractions with which it is difficult for us to com- 

te. Thestory of the lives of the two distinguished men to whom I have thought 
it appropriate to refer, may, I hope, awaken that spirit of self-sacrifice and abnega- 
tion of which many bright examples have adorned in the past the pages of Anglo- 
Jewish history; our future as a community, and certainly the future of this 
Board, depend upon the success with which we may secure

38. Then let us look at the total num. 
ber of cases assisted, as set out in 
Tables I. in the appendix of our reports. 
These have also diminished, the average

fallen to 4,359. These last sets of figures include the native cases, and as these 
fluctuate within quite small limits, the inferences which can be drawn from the 
figures I have set out would not be affected. These facts, and the

seem to indicate that the character of the problem has undergone considerable 
change since the last enquiry was held into the Alien Immigration question. My 
own view is that it will be found difficult to effect a permanent remedy for such 
evils as may exist, unless some agreement is arrived at between the Governments 
principally touched by the migration of a large number of persons. As was 
pointed out as far back as 1905 by a writer in the Fortnightly Review, the question 
has become international. For instance, what could be more absurd than what 
happened at the German-Dutch frontier this winter, when a large number of 
Russians were stopped on their travels home through these two countries, and 
this experience is likely to repeat itself whenever there is a failure of the harvest 
in Argentina, or an economic crisis in the United States. If such persons were 
required to obtain before their departure the necessary permit from the Consul or 
other representative of the country of their origin, these difficulties would not 
have occurred, and it does not seem beyond belief that some such system would, 
if established, remove many of the obstacles to the proper control of international 
alien traffic. So long as 
THE RUSSIAN GOVERNMENT 

continues to exercise the right it claims to treat its Jewish subjects in the manner 
familiar to all the world, the Jews there will attempt to release themselves from 
its thraldom by emigration. The problem which is thus created is one that 
concerns not only the countries through which the emigrants pass, but also those 
where their future settlement takes place. Notwithstanding that the limit of 
absorption by Canada, the United States, and Argentina is far from being

In Days that are Passed. 


HE recent Shechita lawsuit 


which has attracted so much attention in 
the community 


is, of course, as was pointed out in the columns of the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE at the time, unfortunately not without precedent. 
On every previous occasion, however, the authority of the ecclesiastical 
authorities has been upheld. The standard case has hitherto’ been that 
of Schott v. Adler, tried in the Court of Exchequer in 1868, but the first of this 
.eries occurred long before the Board of Shechita was constituted. In the vear 
1748, the Sephardi Beth Din, after investigating certain charges which had been 
rought against one of its licensed butchers, deprived him of his licence and drew 
‘he attention of the community to the withdrawal by an announcement from the 
ynagogue pulpit. The Beth Din had acted upon the information of a Jew named 
Levy, aod the batcher in retaliation took proceedings against Levy for libel. The 
ise was heard in the Court of Common Pleas, and judgment given in favour of 
evy. Incidentally, the authority of the Sephardi Beth Din was upheld. 


The Board of Shechita is among the oldest of the communal institutions. It 
tes back for more than a century, having come into existence on the 12th of April, 
1.04. after a movement for its establishment which had lasted spasmodically more 
in twelve years. The first definite move was made by the three Ashkenazi svna 
ses in 1792. A conference was held on the initiative of Mr. (afterwards. Baron) 
i.von de Symons, and a scheme for a Board, representative of all the Jews of the 
tropolis, drafted. The scheme included the formation of a central kosher 
ut market. The Sephardim were not averse to the formation of a B ard but 
y no necessity for the proposed market, to which they refused then aclhesion. 
The Ashkenazim, however, contended for the scheme in its entirety Thev went 
s> far as to declare their independence of the Sephardim in the matter and thes 
procee led to raise a fund in order that their scheme might be brought to fruition. 
The response Was, however, most meagre, despite the prolonged efforts which 
were made to encourage it, and when at length the project was abandoned, the 
disappointment of its advocates was so intense that twelve \ears passed hefore the 
subject was again touched. 


~ 


To both the present Chief Rabbi and his father Shechita matters have from 
time to time been a cause of considerable annoyance. In the case of one of their 
pre lecessors., Rabb: Hirsch Lobel (Hart Lyon). the father of Ra bh: Solomon 
Herschell, the subject proved far more serious. The doubts cast upon the 
Shechita for which he was responsible, and the denunciations of the whole bods 
of Shochetim under his control, by one Jacob Kimchi, an erratic character, whose 
portrait as @ slipper-clealer still survives, coupled with the lack of support accorded 
to Rabbi Lébel by his Wardens, led to the Rabbi's resignation and withdrawal to 
the Continent. This happened in 1764. A few years earlier the sister comimunity 
was much disturbed by a very similar cause. The Ab-beth-din and acting Haham 
Isaac Nieto had resigned on account of dissensions with his congregation. and 
from his position of greater freedom and less responsibility he issued denunciations 
of the kashruth of those who had taken over his responsibilities. This hostility 
was of far more consequence than that of an insignificant layman, and serious 
efforts were made to satisfy the ex-Dayan. The grounds of his hostility went far 
deeper than kashruth and the efforts were unavailing. For a time there was 
considerable risk of a secession in the Sephardi community, but ultimately matters 
settled down and the echoes of the controversy then soon died away. 


The New Synagogue building in Gt. St. Helen’s, the demolition of which hasat 
length been decided upon, cannot, despite the sentiment that has been evoked from 
ite stones, be considered as one of the antiquities of Anglo-Jewry. The Synagogue 
originated in a secession. The congregations of the two existing Ashkenazi syna- 
gouues, the Great and the Hamibro’, had outgrown the available accommodation, 
and except on the part of the authorities of the two existing places of worship, 
the necessity for an additional synagogue was admitted to be urgent. This was 
the condition of affairs in 1760. A new synagogue was consequently opened at 
Bricklayers’ Hall the following year, to the indignation of the authorities of the 
Grreat Synagogue, expressed in a formal resolution denouncing the seceders and 
strongly enjoining all observant Jews to give them no countenance. These fulmina- 
tions had, however, in reality little effect. 


The founder of the New Synagogue was Moses Jacob, of whom little other- 
wise is known. The Salomons and Lucas families were especially connected with 
this house of prayer, and of the latter, the late Henry Lucas, retained his interest 
in the synagogue until his death. He and his six brothers were brought up as 
children of the New Synagogue, and their father, Louis Lucas, was one of the 
pillars of the institution. The Salomons family gave at one time three brothers, 
Levy, David and Joseph, to the synagogue, the most prominent of whom was 
David, the Baronet, M.P., Alderman and Lord Mayor. The New Synagogue seems 
to have specialised in civic worthies. Sir Benjamin Phillips and Sir Marcus 
Samuel were also connected with it, while Mr. Algernon Sydney, who was many 
years ago Under-Sheriff to Sir Henry Isaacs, served his first office in the com- 
munity as Hon. Secretary to the New Synagogue. 


Another well-known Jewish family which used to worship in the same building 
was that of Joseph M. Levy, the father of Lord Burnham. To the same family 
belonged Jonas Levy, “ Turnpike” Levy, a great character in his day. Oneof the 
oldest surviving members of the congregation is Mr. Alexander Levy, who was pro- 
minent in communal affairs half-a-century ago, and who is probably the doyen of the 
communal workers. Many other well-known families have in the past worshipped 
at Great St. Helen’s, notably those of Henry Solomon, brother-in-law of the Chief 
Rabbi, Jonas Defries, of Houndsditch, and Lewis Raphael, the foreign banker. 
Very few—but two—of these names are now to be found in the listof members. 


— 


The list of officials during the century and a half of the congregation’s exist- 
ence also includes some well-remembered names. The Kabronim Rabbi half a 
century ago and more was Myer Landeshut, who was also for a time secretary to 
the Board of Guardians. Another official was the Rev. I. L. Lindenthal, whose 
daughter Dr. Liwy of Berkeley Street married half a century agoand more. The 
secretary immediately preceding the Rev. 8. Levy, the present incumbent of that 
office, was the Rev. I. Cohen, the father of the late Samuel I. Cohen, secretary of the 
Spanish and Portuguese Community and of the Board of Shechita. Isaac Cohen 
was reader as well as secretary, and his unsuccessful competitor for those offices 
was Mr. L. B. Abrahams, afterwards Headmaster of the Jews’ Free School. 


Cohen's colleague for a long period was the famous Chazan Barnett, who was 


elected just seventy years ago and retained his office for the long period of forty- 
three ine, Barnett was an Orphan Asylum boy and first held office at Bristol, 


whence so many of the more notable of the metropolitan ministers have come. In 


regard to its choirmaster during a portion of the period, the synagogue was no less 
re art for it had the services of the renowned Julius Mombach in that capacity. 
Mambach acted. concurrently choirmaster of the Great Synagogue. 


We regret to announce the death of Sir Israel Hart, which took place on 
Friday at his residence, 34, Holland Park, at the age of seventy-six, as a result of 
diabetes. 

Israel Hart was born in 1835, and was the son of the late Mr. M. Hart, of Canter 
bury. He went to Leicester when a young man, and, with the late Mr. Joseph 

| Levy (father of Sir Maurice Levy, M.P.,and Sir A. 
Levy Lever), founded the well-known wholesale 
\ clothing firm of Hart and Levy, which celebrated 
: its jubilee last August. In 1874 he was elected a 
member of the Town Council, and in 1884 he was 
7 | elected Mayor. In proposing his election, Alder 
\ man Chambers reminded the Councillors that 
Simon de Montfort had granted a Charter to the 
Borough, in which he “confirmed on his own 
behalf, and on behalf of his heirs for ever, to the 
burgesses of Leicester and their heirs, that no Jew 
or Jewess in his time, or in the time of any of his 
heirs, to the end of the world shall inhabit, or 
remain, or obtain a residence in Leicester.” In 
February, 1885, Mr. Hart was raised to the 
Aldermanic Bench. He was re-elected Mayor in 
that vear and in 1886, and again in 1893. He 
presented a handsome public library to the Town, 
and # fountain opposite the municipal buildings. 
He took an active interest in the charities and 
other public life of the town. In 1895 he received 
the honour of knighthood. He served as 
Treasurer, and afterwards as President. of the Leicester Liberal Association. 
Only considerations of party strategy prevented him standing for Parliament for 
the borongh where he was so well known and highly esteemed. He twice con 
tested Hythe, and once Central. Hackney, in the Liberal interest, but was not 
successful. He was a Justice of the Peace for Leicester. He was Presi 
dent of the Leicester Hebrew Congregation and of the Leicester 
Branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association. Sir Israel was an authority on 
Industrial questions, and was highly regarded as an employer. At the jubilee 
celebrations of his firm last year, he boasted that throughout all the long ex 
perience of the firm, and notwithstanding the large extension of its operations, 
there had never been any rupture between emplovers and emploved.

The deceased was twice married, first to Caroline. daughter of the late Mr. 


Joseph Sewill (by whom he had one son, Mr. E. Hart), and, secondly, to Caroline 
Victoria, daughter of the late Mr. 8S. Moses, Treasurer for many 
Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum. Lady Hart survives. 


The Funeral. 

The funeral took place on Monday at Willesden. 
were Messrs. Edward and Spencer Hart, sons; Henry Hart, brother; R. E. 
Belilios and Max Ettlinger, sons-in-law. There were also present: Sir Maurice 
Levy, M.P., Sir Arthur Levy-Lever, Major Arnold, the Chief Rabbi, Messrs.

.1 worked as a colleague in office, the sad tidings of his death were received by me 


with consternation. Apart from the material, the moral loss to our small com- 
munity could not be exaggerated. It is really difficult to think of the Leicester 
Synagogue without Sir Israel. His death has created a gap in our midst which might 
never be filled. He was a Jew of the old type, whose religion was the motive force 
and incentive to every good’and noble action, thus in a sense modelling his life on 
the ancient Rabbinic saying: “ All thy works shall be done in the name of Heaven.” 
He always responded liberally whenever he was appealed to for any good and 
deserving object. The word “ nay ” was not found in his vocabulary. Sir Israel 
Hart was, moreover, imbued with an intense love and enthusiasm for his faith, so 
that he never felt as happy as when he came among the small circle of his Jewish 
friends and admirers. His popularity among all classes and sections of people 
here could not be excelled, his name being a household word. It may be sand, 
without fear of contradiction, that nowhere in the provinces could the Jewish 
name be held in higher esteem than in this town of the Midlands. To this satis- 
factory state of things the deceased had contributed in no small measure. 
Although a few years ago he went to live in London, his connection with the 
synagogue was never severed for one single moment, nor his interest slackened in 
the least, always taking a lively interest in all that concerned it, and invariably 
evincing a strong desire to be kept acquainted with every phase of its existence. 
Sir Israel Hart was fortunate to possess in Lady Hart an ideal companion, who, 
throughout the long period of his public life, stood by him to encourage and aid 
him in his useful work: The regret evoked by his death 1s very sincere, and the 
grief poignant and deeply felt. Our sympathy goes out to his sorrowing widow 
and family. The love and affection which he gained can never be obliterated. and 
his memory will ever be cherished by the members of the Leicester Hebrew 
Congregation.

In the 
vear 1320 1t had become a private dwelling All traces of it had now disappeared. 
The general attitude of the citizens of Canterbury to the Jews was most cordial. 
In the immediate neighbourhood of the Jewry stood the Roval Exchange and the 
Mint. Next door tothe Exchange, a notability ofthe vear 1140, named Jacob, built 
a stone house that was still standing in the vear 1290, when it had passed into the 


At the expulsion 


hands of the wealthiest man of the day, named Moses le Petit. The Canterbury 
Jews escaped the storm that raged after the coronation of Richard [. (1189). They 
must have increased in number after 1177, when the privilege of having local 
cemeteries was granted by Henry II. About the year 1250, the local Jewish 
population had reached its highest number and must have exceeded $00 souls, of 
whom the names of fifty men and eight women were recorded. A very large 
number of houses in the City were acquired by Jews both from the Church and 
from laymen, and most of these dwellings were from time to time confiscated by 
the Crown. Mr. Adler proceeded to give some account of leading Jewish citizens 
of Canterbury before the Expulsion, mentioning the amounts paid by some of them 
towards the ransom of Richard [. in 1194, as detailed in the Northampton Donum, 
and also gave a full deseription of the Members of Parliament who went to 
Worcester in 1240. He gave interesting details of the Jewish chirographers at 
Canterbury, and the exactions levied with more and more stringency by the Crown. 
A most important treaty was drafted by a number of local Jews in 1266, in which 
the community solemnly agreed to exclude all disreputable persons from their 
midst. In the Baron’s Wars of 1264 Canterbury suffered severely. In .1275, 
Parliament adopted the statute “ De Judaismo,” that put an end to money-lending 
on the part of the Jews, and practically permitted them only to engage like 
other foreign merchants in the sale of wool and grain. In the return of property 
of the local Jews made immediately before the expulsion it was striking to observe 
that Canterbury shared with Southampton the peculiarity of possessing no bonds 


for money, but only for merchandise. The result of these new restrictions laid 
upon the 
LONG-SUFFERING ENGLISH JEWS 

showed itself in a general accusation of clipping the coin and other ilies! 
operations that caused so great an outcry that King Edward, in 127s 
issued an edict for the imprisonment of all the Jews of the realm. In 
Canterbury the Jews .were confined in the Castle, the ruins of whic! 
were still to be seen near Dane John, and within a few minutes’ walk of the old 
Jewry in the parish of St. Mary Bredman. A local historian of the year 1672 
reported that he saw a number of stones in the north-eastern staircase of th 
Castle, upon which were inscribed in Hebrew several verses of the Psalms 
Unfortunately, only a portion of the old Norman Keep survived, and this relic of a 
once famous Castle was now used as a coal-store by the local gas company. 
Six Canterbury Jews were known to have perished in the wholesale executions 
that followed the imprisonment of the Jewry throughout the kingdom. Mr. Adler 
proceeded to give particulars of property owned by Canterbury Jews at the time 
of the expulsion, and said that the lists preserved showed that the Canterbury 
Jews owned about one-thirtieth of the total amount of the property possessed by the 
English Jews. Time did not allow him to treat of the modern records of Canter 
bury Jewry, though an examination of these documents was the more insistent as 
there were now not more than two or three Jewish families left in the city. More 
over, the synagogue, with its quaint Egyptian exterior, that was erected in 1847 in 
King Street to, replace the older place of worship established in 1763, was now 
threatened with demolition. He had arranged to give the concluding portion of his

THE MACCABA-ANS. 


ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING. 
[From a Correspondent.] 

Under the Chairmanship of the new President, Professor MELDOLA, the 
Maccabewe ins held their annual general meeting last Sunday evening at the Great 
Central Hotel. The meeting having proceeded to the election of eight members of 
the Committee, the annual report for the vear 1910—11 was presented. The chief 
items in the report had reference to the dinner given to Sir Rafus Isaacs, the “At 
Home”. to the Board of Deputies and the election of Professor Meldola as 
President, in succession to Professor Gollancz. 

THE UNIVERSAL RACES CONGRESS. 

Several suggestions were made for the Society's future programme. Mr. 
ISRAEL ABRAHAMS was of opinion that the Maccabmans should co-operate with 
the Universal Races Congress, which was to meet at the end of July. The 
PRESIDENT stated that he had been asked to help in formmg an exhibition of 
portraits of eminent Jews. Mr. ELKAN ADLER suggested that an album contain 
ing photographs of all the Maccabwans might be formed for the purpose. After 
being exhibited at the Congress it could be deposited at the Mocatta Museum, 
where it would be a good thing to establish a special library of all the works 
written by Maccabwans. The Rev. ISIDORE HARRIS favoured a Maccabwan 
function for the Jewish members of the Congress. It was ultimately decided to 
recommend the Committee to arrange an evening for the Congress, to which the 
heads of sections, as well as Jewish members, should be invited. 

THE BIBLE TERCENTENARY. 

Mr. ISRAEL ABRAHAMS called attention to the desirability of celebrating the 
Tercentenary of the Revised Version by founding an International Jewish Bible 
Society. There was a great need of Jewish Bibles in various languages and more 
particularly in English. At the present time, they were reduced to being depen 
dent on the British and Foreign Bible Society, which was more or less a 
missionary organisation, and which declined to circulate the Revised Version. 
The Maccabeans could not constitute themselves into.a Bible Society, but they 
might convene a meeting of leading scholars and communal workers for the purpose 
of calling such a society into existence. Mr. ELKAN ADLER did not see the need of 
a Jewish Bible Society, and he did not regard the British and Foreign Bible Society 
as & nrissionary organisation. If it was proposed to organise an exhibition of 
Bibles, he would be glad to lend specimens in his possession. 

LADIES AND MACCAB-EANS. 

Dr. M. A. DUTCH brought forward the resolution standing in his name, 
“ That a hodse dinner or other entertainment be held each session to which lady 
visitors may be invited.” The resolution was very strongly supported by Mr. 
ISRAEL ABRAHAMS, who thought it an anomaly that lady artists should be 
invited to perform at Maccabman concerts, while other ladies were not permitted to 
be in the audience. He stated that Dr. Dutch’s resolution had once been carried 
by the Maccabwans, though it had not been acted upon. With the permission of 
the proposer and seconder, the resolution was amended and limited to the 
current session. Mr. HERMAN COHEN forcibly opposed an innovation which, he 
said, was entirely destructive of the principles on which the Maccabwans was 
founded. He protested against so momentous a change in the policy of the 
Maccabeeans being carried at so small a meeting. 

Mr. BERTHOLD ADLER and Dr. HOCHMAN (who said the Maccabwans was 
in its origin a bachelors’ club) having spoken in the same sense, Dr. Dutch’s 
resolution was carried, amidst applause, by seventeen votes to eight. 


LIFE-BOAT SATURDAY FUND. 


The seventh annual report of the Jewish League of the Life-Boat Saturday Fund 
~~ issued, brings to a close the good work, so far as the League is concerned, that had 
en carried on with great saccess during the past seven years. The League has now 
been merged into the Royal National Life-Boat Institution, but the report expresses the 
hope that the members of the now defanct League will continue their subscriptions to 
the Royal Nationa! Life-Boat Institution. The success that attended the League in the 
past year eclipsed all previous records, and it remitted to the central body a sum of £400 
in 1910, @ sum more than double the amount that was handed in to headquarters in the 
previous year. The falling off of street collections reported in 1909 had been entirely 
reversed, seeing that against £194 raised then in this manner, the splendid figure of 
£300 was collected in the year under review. The Council tender their thanks to those 
ladies and gentlemen who had come forward to help in this arduous work, and also 
record their appreciation of Messrs. B. R. Cohen and R. Jacobs for having devoted six days 
in helping to manage the various co/lections ; the Council feel that without the assistance 
of these two gentlemen it would have been impossible to achieve such gratifying success. 
The several branches of the Jewish League had made steady progress, Bayswater, which 
was in course of formation when the previous re port was issued, had already shown itself 
an important addition to the League s auxiliaries. Thanks are tendered to Mr. Alfred 
Henry, F.C.A., who had given his services as Hon. Auditor. The Council express their 
gratitude to Mr. E. C. Davids, the Hon. Secretary, for his unremitting services in the 
cause of the League, and they, in conjunction with the branch Committees, have shown 
their appreciation by presenting him with a roll-top desk and a gold albert, as a memento 
of his many years’ work for the Fund. In conclusion, the Council thank the branch 


Committees for having enabled the League to rank amongst the highest contributors to 
the Life-Boat Saturday Fund.

THE RABBINICAL CONFERENCE. 


ANOTHER’'S REVERIE. 


The Conference is just over. I lay me down exhausted. Before my 
the scenes yust enacted. hear still the anury voices, the indignant shouts 
raised on behalf of the outraged English Jewish community, the half of which, 
according to a Dayan, left the partners of their youth weeping desolate on the 
ruins of their home-life. I think of the men gathered on the shores of England. 
who live in the past and work for the future, and my thoughts follow them from 
these shores to their old homes, far away in Galicia. Poland and Russia. and from 
these times to those of fourteen or fifteen years ago It i all so phantastic, sO 
dream-like, and insensibly | also fall a-dreammg. I see mvself sitting in a low 
chamber lit up by a solitary, smoky lamp. It 1s a room poorly furnished, a few

wooden chairs. A table without a cover, and the walls lined with shelves 
filled with old books. Some of them, much thumbed, lie open on the 
table. Suddenly the room that appeared empty is now full. Young men 


with pale faces and glistening eyes sit round that table and pore over the pages of 
the old volumes. At the head of the table sits an old man, dressed in the peculiar 
garb of the Jewish Rabbis of the East. Methinks | recognise thattigure. Have 
I seen it at the Conference ’? I know not. It is not vet so wan, the face is not vet 
so much furrowed, the Cait not so much bent, the sorrow not yet so deep as that of 
his counterpart at the Conference. Andlo! lam not the only one who has come 
from England to this abode of ancient learning. With me had entered another 
man, dressed in a peculiar garb something like that of the ministers of another 
faith. But his mien was deject. He had knocked at the door of another Rabbi in 
his own country and was refused admittance. But here, though hailing from a 
foreign land, he was made welcome. I wondered at it all. And in my dream 
I asked: “QO, Lord, what is this?” And the angel that stood by replied to me 
like unto a man waking from his sleep: “ Knowest thou not This is a man 
who has in vain sought the crown of the Torah in his native land and now comes 
to ask for it at the hands of this humble, God-fearing, learned servant of the Lord. 
He has been to other places, he has sat at the feet of other Jewish Rabbis in these 
countries of the East. where Judaism isa living faith and where the Rabbis are 
the torch-bearers of God's truth And now, therefore, let the garments of his 
native home be stripped from him and the crown of the Law shall be placed upon 
his head. No longer shall he be called minister, but Rabbi shall be his name, for 
he shall now also be an upholder of the old truth as one who walketh in the paths 
of yore. He shall teach his people the wisdom of the past and strengthen them in 
their adherence to the old faith, to the old precepts and the commands which a 
Jew doeth and liveth thereby.” Stirred by this vision | awoke. And stretching out 
mv hand I found on the table at my side a mass of papers, loose sheets, reports of 
the Rabbinical Conference, and a copy of the JEWISH CHRONICLE of March 24th, 
open at page 18. Mechanically I lifted up the paper, and my eyes fell on “A 
Rabbi's Reverie.” Was I really awake? -Or was it a mocking continuation of my 
first dream” Surely this could not be true. Was not the man whom I had 
seen in mv dream receiving the honoured title of Rabbi in Galicia and Poland 
at the hands of men like those assembled at the Conference at Leeds, the same 
Rabbi who is denouncing them now as inquisitors, apostates, persecutors of their 
own race, men wishing to turn the wheel of history backwards? No, it cannot 
be. Iam sure I am dreaming still. “‘ May the Lord rebuke thee, O Satan !”

A RABBI ON THE CONFERENCE. 

Dr. SAMUEL DAICHES, presiding yesterday week at a meeting of the North 
London Jewish Literary Union, at which Rabbi Victor Schonfeld gave an address 
on “The Child in Talmudic Literature,” said that Anglo-Jewry was passing through 
a severe religious crisis. Never, since the Resettlement, had the Jews of England 
been faced with such a grave situation in regard to their religious life. The signs 
of the last few months had been particularly threatening. A sad feature of the 
situation was the fact that a Jewish paper, during the last few months, had 
taken up an attitude on religious questions which could only be described as anti- 
Jewish. The wav the Rabbinical Conference at Leeds had been treated by that 
organ was a disgrace. 

Rabbi SCHONFELD, replying to a question by a member of the audience, said 
that it was not correct--as had been reported—that he had opposed the Ivrith 
B’Ivrith method of teaching Hebrew. He could not possibly have done so, as he 
himself conducted a class in which he was making experiments in this method. 
Moreover, he was a member of the Supervisory Committee of the Talmud Torah 
Trust, and visited institutions where this method was employed. He had been 
one of the speakers at the opening of the Redman's Road Talmud Torah, and had 
expressed his approval of the Ivrith B’Ivrith method in its widest application. 
What he had objected to was its adoption as the only method of instruction, 
his opinion being that there were not yet sufficient competent teachers available. 
He also deprecated the use of certain text-books which garbled Holy Writ. The 
question of Zionism, concerning which he had also been asked, had only been 
raised at the Conference by » member of the audience. Some of those present had 
objected, and after the Chairman had explained that it did not form part of the 
programme of the Conference the question had been dropped. In regard to the 
matters which had excited so much controversy, the newspaper reports had not 
represented quite correctly what took place, suggestions endorsed by the Con- 
ference being taken as resolutions. Other important questions had been discussed 
at the Conference which ought not to be overlooked. It was manifestly unfair to 
judge a Conference which had lasted three days by an episode which occupied less 


than two hours. 


At Zion Hall, Cheetham, Manchester, last Saturday night, Mr. I. Wassilevsky 
deliemechan anda on “ The Rabbinical Conference.” Mr. W. Robinson presided. 


Mr. Wassilevsky said it appeared to him that Anglo Jewry had recently lost its 
way. Some fault lay with the Anglo-Jewish clergy. They devoted too much of 
their time to secular subjects, and too little to Jewish subjects. Instead of 
Judaising their English, they Anglicised their Judaism. But the Rabbis, with the 
exception of two or three. were still more dangerous to Judaism. The Leeds 
Conference had shown that they did not comprehend the spirit of the Talmud 
under which they sheltered themselves. Judaism wasa religion of life, and always 
went with the times. With regard to language, it was not a Babylonian jargon 
that produced the Talmud, but Hebrew, and the same was the case with the 
Mishna, and a greater Book still—the Bible. The Rabbonim showed an inclina- 
tion towards butchers’ shops; that they would concede, but the building up of 
Judaism must be left in the hands of Hebrew intellectuals. This the teachers of

Ah! “said the great Rabbi. then there will be a * Tephilloh K’zoroh |“ (a short prayer). 
This simple but far reaching and exquisite answer has fiven me much food for thought 
ever since. I could see in it that the greatness of the man lay in his 
wisdom and notin his piety, and that the sublimity of the Jewish religion is based on 
broad lines, not on narrow and that Der Zeitgeist ' «(Ruach Hazman) has 
always been, and will be, taken into consideration by the leaders of Jewish thought, 
Jewish law, and Jewish custom. All the more then am I painfully struck with the 
uncouth manner the Rabbonim at the Leeds Conference went about their business, and 
still more so with the jarring echoes it has brought in its trail. No wonder that the 
resolutions passed at this (C‘onference were described as verging upon medivval 
intolerance.” To be misunderstood is often a sign of greatness, but to misunderstand 
means failure all round. It is perfectly true that the Jewish religion does not depend 
on the seasons of the year, but what cheer can the religious sentiment yield, | will 
ask, when that is thrown atthe public in an unholy manner? Although the Leeds 
Conference is calculated by some to imperil the unity of Anglo-Jewry, 
I am _ fully convinced that better feelings will prevail, and from  dark- 
ness will spring light. In conclusion, I will quote the words of Dr. N. 
Mosessohn, the well-known Editor of the Jewish Tribune, in a recent number of that 
journal: “Judaisin stands for higher principles. ‘Thought and not belief, reason 
and not undeserved confidence, wisdom and not blind trust. are the essentials of 
Judaism. These have nourished the Jews from the incipiency of their existence, and 
these will always be the Jews’ principles. These wise fundamentals have been so 
inrooted into the hearts of the Jews, that neither persecution nor beneficial inducements 
could deviate them from their wise religion. In this lies the secret of Judaism's over- 
coming all obstacles laid in its way, and this solves the mystery of the Jews everlasting 
existence.’ And so it does!

Your journal has latterly been con- 
verted into an advertisement hoarding for those syntactical acrobats, the brothers 
Daiches, but even when they have paraded how well they know the infinitives and the 
past participles of the Hebrew verbs and the exact and true inwardness of what Rabbi 
so-and-so meant, the conditions of moral and modern life have not received any great 
impetus and are still to be solved. Dr. Adler was speaking for Judaism viewed from the 
oint of humanity, seeing, perhaps, that the Talmud was not all-sufficing and final. 
Why should a scientific stady of Hebrew be dangerous? Do they apprehend that to be 
able to read is disastrous to their cause? If the case is good, reading will only strengthen 
it. Is it not probable that a man may read modern Hebrew literature and form a 
correct opinion as to the two schools?

THE ROME EXHIBITION. 


THE BRITISH FINE SECTION. 


SIR ISIDORE SPIELMANN, C.M.G. 

In the Rome Exhibition of Fine Arts, opened on Monday, one of the most 
notable features is the British section. It is the finest and most wonderful 
collection of British paintings and statuary ever sent out of this country. The 
splendid show England is making ts due to the tireless energy of Sir Isidore 
Spielmann, C.M.G., the Commissioner-General for Great Britain at the Rome 
Exhibition. 

Sir Isidore’s genius for organising exhibitions is the outcome of a quarter-of-a 
century's varied experiences. He commenced his art labours as the Founder and 
Hon. Secretary (all his exhibition work has been honorary) of the Anglo-Jewish 
Historical Exhibition in 1887, the extraordinary success of which has not even yet 
faded from people’s memories. Two years later he became associated with the 
New Gallery in Regent Street, where he assisted in organising several 
exhibitions. To the Jewish Historical Exhibition, held in Whitechapel in 
1906, he rendered very material assistance. But his chief work has been 
in connection with the representation of the United Kingdom at inter 
national exhibitions abroad. Since 1897 he has acted as. this country’s 
Commissioner for the British sections. In this capacity it has devolved on him 
to make a selection from the works of specially invited artists who are 
deemed worthy on a great occasion of representing Great Britain among the 
nations. Before Sir Isidore appeared upon the scene it was nsual to allow any 
artist to send anything, with results that were often far from satisfactory. But in 
1897 the Brussels Exhibition, so far as the British section was concerned, came 
into Sir Isidore’s hands, and a special effort was made to uphold the best traditions 
of the British school. By common consent, England took top place among all the 
countries represented. In those days it was comparatively easy to obtain a fine 
loan collection, exhibitions not being held with such frequency as they are now 
But as time goes on, it becomes increasingly difficult to organise a really fine 
display of British art. 

The next important exhibition organised by Sir Isidore Spielmann, was that of 
Paris, in 1900—an undertaking rendered difficult in conseqnence of the strained 
relations which then subsisted between England and France. In 104 came the 
St. Louis Exposition, where (asin Paris) the English section was the only portion 
ready on the day of opening. In the following year Sir Isidore read an important 
paper before the Society of Arts, which led the Board of Trade to appoint a 
Departmental Committee to enquire into the representation of Great Britain at 
important international exhibitions. A new permanent department of the Board 
of Trade was formed, called the Exhibitions Branch, and in connection with this 
department Sir Isidore Spielmann was appointed Hon. Director for Art. The 
formation of this department has resulted in establishing a continuity between one 
exhibition and another, which greatly facilitates the organising work. 

In the case of the present Exhibition at. Rome, the British exhibits have had 
to be transported a distance of 2,800 miles, and the whole work has been 
greatly handicapped by reason of the fire which occurred at Brussels last 
vear. The owners of British pictures took fright. Had it not been that the Board 
of Trade erected a fire-proof building for the British Art Palace, while Sir Isidore 
sent out a staff of British firernen and took every precaution to ensure the safety 
of the exhibits, the British section would have been a failure. As it is, the most 
gratifying results have been achieved. For the first time in the history of inter- 
national exhibitions it has been possible to bring together every phase of British 
art. The most representative artists, living and dead, are included in the collec 
tion, and most of them are represented by their best work. Moreover, the 
British Pavilion was one of the very few sections completely ready, even to the 
catalogue, on the opening day. In a city where art has attained its fullest 
development, the British Commissioner has raised the prestige of his country’s 
fame higher than ‘it ever stood before.

artificial bands which an imperfect civilisation has forged about us. Thus do we pray 
that the human intellect may, in the future, pursue its scientific researches, so that wa 
may prove not a curse but a blessing to man; that they may be pursued not for the pur 
ose of devising ever new means of destroying but of preserving our fellow-creatures, 
Kelgine by greater light to cure tneir ills, to lengthen their days, and to minister to their 
ever-increasing cheerfulness and happiness in life. May the grim spectre of war—with 
its wretched train of evils—be once and for ever banished from the thoughts of man! 
Within the circle of this humane effort in the interests of peace, may nation after nation 
gather, so that in these our days a splendid advance may be made in the glorious work of 
binding more closely together, for the progress of the world, nation to nation, man to man. 
0 ron at a time when the First Universal Races Congress is announced to meet inthis 
city, we are all the more hopeful that the day is not far distant when man shall learn to 
know and trust his brother more faithfully than in the past: when race shall be joined to 
race, and creed to creed, in the upright desire to do Thy will, O Lord, to work together 
in the fear and love of Thee, the loveof human kind. Strengthen Thou our feeble hands 
sustain our humble efforts in helping on the project which we pray may become inter. 
national, hastening the day when, in the words of Thy Holy Book, “ nation shall not lift 
up sword against nation, neither shall they learn war any more;'’ when Thou, O Lord 
shalt be King over the whole earth, in the day when the fos shall be One, and his name 
One,—the era, indeed, of Universal Peace and Brotherhood. Amen. 


BIBLE TERCENTENARY.—Preaching on Sabbath last at the West 
London Synagogue, Upper Berkeley Street, the Rev. Isidore Harris said 
that the celebration of the Tercentenary of the Authorised Version had 
united all English-speaking people in an effort to commemorate their 
lasting debt of gratitude to the scholars who had produced a version of 
the Scriptures of such beauty and originality that it was destined to 
become the standard of purity for the English tongue. The Authorised Version of 
the Hebrew Scriptures at once took such a hold of the affections of Englishmen 
that not only did it mould their speech, but it deepened their religious feeling and 
had no small share in shaping those ideals of character which were the peculiar 
possession of the people of this land. To English Jews this was gratifying, not 
merely because they had benefited from living in an environment which reflected 
these national qualities, but chiefly because it was their Bible which Englishmen 
had learnt to prize as their most cherished possession. In these Tercentenary 
celebrations Jews could not help discerning the triumph of Hebraic teaching. In 
the love and reverence accorded to that Book they saw the mission of Israel gradu- 
ally fulfilling itself, and in the thought of what this mission had already accom-

“A GREAT CRISIS IN JEWRY.” 


Under the above title our contemporary, the Outlook, in its last issue, published 


the following :- 


The war of the Capulets and Montagus has broken out, not in Verona but 
in British Judwa. And, as a matter of fact, it is the name of the “ House of 
Montagu "—the prosperous family of Samuels who made themselves Montagu 
and whom Mr. Asquith made peers of England—which has stood in the very 
forefront of the most public announcement of the conflict between the cultured 
ideas of the distinguished Jews who have won so proud a place in contempo 
rary England, and the fierce traditions of the enormous tribe of aliens who 
have swarmed from the Russian and Polish pale during the past quarter of 
a century under the impulsion of the policy identified with the name of 
the late Baron Swaythling. It is a momentous conflict, and likely to 
affect more than passing events. For culture, for magnificence, for the 
combination of fidelity to their ancient faith and participation in the generous 
citizenship of England, there is no need for Englishmen to be reminded of the 
place and mission of a Montefiore, a Goldsmid, a Rothschild. Venerable 
teachers of the religion of Moses like the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Adler, have won 
their right to be consulted on great social questions by the rulers of the land. 
Our Press, our stage, our letters are illustrated by Jewish talent and taste. 
And nowhere more keenly than among these distinguished men did the shock 
of the Swaythling will convey the warning that the East has not yet over 
taken the West, and that the effort to erect barriers of racial anathema had 
not been abandoned with the ghettos of the Tsar. Mr. Samuel Montagu, 
become Lord Swaythling, had been a constant adherent of the British Liberal 
Party. Mr. Gladstone had made him a Baronet; Mr. Asquith a baron. It 
was « curious result of his intimate connection with the tlower of 
sritish Liberalism that in the distribution of his posthumous millions, he 
laid the heaviest excommunication of disinherison upon every recipient of his 
money and scion of his blood who should adopt any religion of Englishmen or 
even intermarry with an Englishman or Englishwoman. ‘The nuptial bene 
diction, if spoken over the fair head of a daughter of England, was to drive 
the testamentary outcast out of the doors of Dives into the poverty of 
lLazarus Yet Baron Swaythling had become a Dives by the commercial 
liberty of Protestant England. | 

The cruel exhibition was no isolated phenomenon The most cultured, 
distinguished, and faithful of the Jews of England were becoming more and 
more aware of morose criticisms, of bitter comparisons, of sanctimomious 

ounsels, of Open disparagement. advance civilisation 
seemed to be regarded as a stage towards apostasy from the untainted ideals 
of Szeekocin and Wroclaveck. ‘The study of Shakespeare and Racine was a 
heavy backsliding from the purer products of the Yiddish muse. To attend 
at Christian playhouses was an abomination. To join in. public banquets 
with the Gentiles, the Goyim, was to provoke the fires which swallowed up 
Koreh. Extraordinary to state, even the reverent and intelligent cultivation 
which the best of the Jews of England devote to the noble Hebrew literature 
and speech was found to be an object of condemnation with the Yiddish Rabbis 
from unpronounceable places East of the Vistula. ‘The Sacred Tongue is 
net for the vulgar. If the people can follow the prayers, itis enough. Toe 
know Hebrew belongs to the Rabbis alone. For the rest Yridish 1s best.” 
Yiddish, we may observe, is only the German word Jeudisch or Jewish, and 
is applied to the German jargon mixed with Hebrew phrases which 1s the 


lingua franca of the Hebrew masses in Germany and Russia. It ts 
usually printed in Hebrew characters, and that is the main - thing 
really Hebrew about it But to know the true Hebrew seemed to 


the Rabbinic clericals a sort of grave encroachment on the special 
privileges which the Rabbis have assumed during the ages of isolation and 
hostility bevond the Eastern horizons. At the great Rabbinical Conference at 
Leeds, speaker after speaker denounced the study of Hebrew by the common 
folk. Rabbi Hillman gloried in the example of Glasgow, where even the 
Talmud was studied: in Yiddish. Rabbi Berman held that too good a 
knowledge of Hebrew would lead to the study of vicious Hebrew literature ' 
Rabbi Rabinovitz said ditto to Rabbi Berman ; and Rabbi Schonfeld banned 
the presumptuous attainment. The whole of the Rabbonim present passed 
unanimously a resolution of Rabbi Hurwitz which declared that “* Hebrew 
should not be taught as a language as tending to heresy The Rabbis from 
Russia seemed to think that Hebrew should be kept for clerical privilege and 
prerogative as a sort of incantation for impressing the vulgar. There was 
never anything characteristic the stola Obscurorum -Virorum. The 
Rabbis from Russia declared war to the knife. against both the scholarly cult 
of the Sacred Speech and the higher education in European Letters which 
are the joint pride and distinction of the noblest Jews of England. 

But really the Rabbinical Conference of Leeds, held in the opening days 
of the present month, was a revelation of the most astounding divergence on 
the part of the clerical guides of the Yiddish masses which are threatening to 
engulf andoverwhelm the cultured Jews of England. An insane hatred of 
their civilised brethren seemed to be the dominant note of the gatherings, 
coupled with an insane proscription and excommunication of all contact of a 
friendly nature with the English community and all adoption of usages which 
implied the common civilisation of citizenship of Jew and Christian in 


England. “There must be no assimilation,” was the watchword of this 
narrowest of (2cumenical councils. The Jews must not mingle with the 
English. The true Jew must regard everything English as an abomination. 


Jews must not accept invitations to Christian balls or festivities. ‘' Promis- 
cuous dancing” of any sort was simple damnation. The pious Rabbi 
Hurwitz had to sit down and recover strength to proceed with his 
oration, when he became inarticulate with lachrymose emotion at the 
practice of Jewesses dancing with Englishmen or even with male Jews! The 
entire Conference of the Rabbis joined in deploring the frightful advances 
which English Jewesses had made on the broad road towards assimilation of 
the fashions of Paris and London. Horrible to relate, the married dames of 
the English Jews did not cut off their hair, when they became married, and 


did not substitute for their shorn tresses the deliciously becoming wigs of stuff: 


or silk which shine above the clipped polls of married Jewesses in the slums 
of Warsaw and Wilna! ‘ Unmarried girls might wear their own hair and take 
pride thereat. They had still to find husbands. But when a daughter of 
Israel had been married, what did she want more with the ostentation of 
flowing hair?” Let her wear the wig, the Shaitel, of matrimonial feminine 
felicity and duty; and let her keep indoors. She must not wear braided 
tresses, nor go to the dance and the playhouse, like the Unclean. That 
distinguished organ of the best Jewish thought in England, the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, openly ridicules the crass reaction of the alien Rabbis.. ~ Our 
Rabbis proclaim that if the hair of Jewesses were lopped, the strength of 
Judaism would revive. That is their message to twentieth-century Anglo- 
Jewry!” A cultured English Jew in the same paper invites the Anglo-Jewish 
world to contemplate the possibility “of the newly-created Jewish peeresses 
appearing at the Coronation with Shaite! under the coronet.” It were an 
entrancing vision assuredly to behold the insignia of European nobility 


crowning the bald heads and shining wigs of the female Jewish denizens of | 


the most uncivilised hamlets in the Tsar’s domivions. 

But the serious matter is, that since the arrival of the enormous immi- 
gration invited by the Samuel-Montagu fund a quarter-of-a-century ago, the 
English Jews form but a percentage in the alien flood or inundation; and 
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the Rabbis from Russia betrayed their consciousness of the masses behind 
their theocracy bv the slighting references which they made to the 
venerable Chief Rubbi, Adler. The Chief Rabbi, in conformity with the 
prevailing convictions of English Jewry habituated to the customs of English 
civilisation, has openly, before the Divorce Commission, condemned the facility 
of “ divorces by consent” which are such a sud¢destive feature in the Jewish 
Pale abroad. In spite of the hostility of the Rabbis from Russia at the Con- 
ference. Davan Hvamson, one of the most respected of London Jewish 
Ministers. had condemned the pre-Christian laxity of the Russian Jews in 
this respect. “ Russian Jews think little of divorcing their wives. But the 
vast majority of the Conference maintained the contimuation in England in

Mrs. MODEL, in moving the adoption of the annual report, drew attention to 
the wonderful effort made by East End mothers to help themselves, no less than 
£1,280 having been paid to the provident branch last year. The Society was doing 
much in inculeating the knowledge of hygiene in the poor homes of the East End. 
The work was prospering and they had been enabled to accept a fund bequeathed 
by the late Mrs. Lewis-Hill, with which they would be able to maintain a maternity 
ward and provide a suitable nurses’ home. The premises of this new institution 
were approaching completion in Underwood Street. The executors of the late 
Louisa Lady Goldsmid had endowed a bed, and a kind lady had promised to 
furnish the home. They would have to appeal to the public to maintain the Home 
officiently. Last vear the total number of cases that had received the benefit of 
the Society was 3,267 and the expenditure had totalled £3,574. They employed 
ten nurses and about eighty helps. No expenditure was incurred for administra- 
tive expenses in spite of the large amount of clerical work involved in the provident 
branch with its 5,000 members. 

The CHAIRMAN, in seconding the motion, emphasised the value of the 
Society's work in introducing methods of order into the homes of the poor in 
time of sickness and relieving the poor mothers of anxiety when laid up. 

The report was adopted unanimously. 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN spoke from personal knowledge of the ‘value of the 
Society's work, stating that it was converting benevolence into beneficence. 

Miss LUCY ROBINSON added her testimony to the usefulness of the Society, 
which, she said, was playing a notable part in the campaiga for the diminution of 
infantile mortahty. 

Lady DESART made an earnest appeal for funds. 

Mrs. ADLER moved a vote of thanks to Sir Marcus and Lady Samuel for 
their hospitality and to the Society's staff. She paid a tribute to Lady Samuel's 
work as President of the Society, and to the zeal and devotion with which the 
nurses and helps performed their daties. 

Mr. LIONEL LEMON seconded the motion, which was carried unanimously 
and acknowledged by Sir Marcus Samuel, who referred to Mrs. Model’s splendid 
efforts on behalf of the Ss crety. 

A vote of thanks was also passed to Sir Herbert Cohen for presiding. 


The British Museum Catalogue of the ‘* Greek Coins of Phanicia” has be« 
ably prepared by that accomplished numismatist, Mr. George Francis Hill. Th: 
volume “ comprises the issues of the great Phoenician coast cities from Aradus ar 
its dependencies (of which the most northern was Carne) in the North, to Dora 
the South. To these has been added the inland mint of Cwsarea-Arca (a! 
Libanum), which geographically and by ties of religion was connected with t)) 
coast cities rather than with those on the inland side of Lebanon.” 

The oldest coins of Aradus (about 400 B.C.E.) are, according to Babelon, t)). 
“ Dagon “ series, while the ** Melqarth ” type are half-a-century later. ‘* Dagon 
is certainly a marine deity, but not necessary a ‘‘ fish-god.” The hdad called t! 
god “* Melqarth” cannot be precisely identified, though At ‘is probably to b 
differentiated from the *‘ Dagon” figure. It 1s needless to indicate the value o' 
these coins for students of the Hebrew Bible, and of the Jewish history of t! 
period after Alexander the Great. 

For instance, there is a Tyrian silver coin—a quarter stater—with ‘* M« 
qarth on a sea-horse, and with the inscription (Machatsi Keseph), i. 
‘half (shekel) of silver,” a phrase to be compared .with the half-shekel (MS"> 
2pen) of Exodus xxx. 

The editor gives, moreover, a useful table of the Phanician alphabets as th: 
appear on coins before and after Alexander: these forms will be of great servic: 
in helping to date the Hebrew inscriptions, which at last are beginning to tur 
out in some number in Palestine. But most valuable of all the contents are t)) 
forty-five plates of coins. It is interesting, for instance, to find the palm-tree on 
a Tyrian coin (plate xxxi., 11). The obverse isa bust of Tyche, wearing turretted 
crown, veil, and earring. Behind the bust isa palm-branch. The reverse is 
palm-tree which is very like that on the famous Judwa Capta Coin of Vespasian 
Now this Tyrian coin dates from 64 C.E., t.¢., a few vears before the destructio 
of the Temple. It may well be that Vespasian took the idea from the Tyriay 
coin, and this suggestion of mine is not vitiated by the fact that coins of this tvp: 
were minted in Tyre forty years earlier. 

Some other parallels will occur to the student on closely examining thes 
types and the inscriptions on them. For instance, on.a Tripolis coin (date: 
189 B.C.E.) occurs the three Phcenician letters WS (Athar). There is on tl 
obverse a veiled female head, ani on the reverse, caps of Dioscuri, and betwee

Psalms. Dr. King’s interest in Hebrew poetry has been further shown by some 
first-rate renderings from Jehuda Halevi. His new book does not deal with the 
poetry of the Synagogue, nor is it restricted to the Psalter. “ Early Religious 
Poetry of the Hebrews ” treats of all the poetry of the Hebrew Bible. 

Why, then, term it“ Religious”? Dr. King’s answer is effective, and the 
paragraphs in which it is given are so good, so representative of the author's 
style, that they must here be cited in full :— 

The poet is the man whose whole being is in touch with those voices of God that we 
call Nature.” He may, or he may not, bea religious man. In other words, he may, 01 
he may not, recognise the source of those voices. The prophet, on the other hand, is 
the man whose whole being is in touch with the voices of God in Humanity. He must 
be, more or less, a poet, in the sense in which we have defined the word, but his chief 
sphere will be the poetry of Life. His message will necessarily be conditioned by the 
age in which he lives. He has his treasure in an “earthern vessel" and “ he prophesies 
in part. 

This that is true of individuals is also true of nations. Each nation has its peculiar 
gift, and Israel is the Prophet of Humanity. When, therefore, we speak of the 
Religious Poetry of Israel, we include the whole outcome of that probation whereby the 
Suffering Nation was fitted to prepare the world for God. Thus, for example, there ix 
little that is re/igious in the Song of Deborah or even in David's lamentation for Sau! 
and Jouathan, but from our point of view, all such poems must be included, marking, as 
they do, a stage in Israel's life.

RECEIVING HOUSE. 
IMPORTANT DEPARTMENTAL REPORT. 


AN AMENDING BILL. 


A Bill to amend the Aliens Act has been introduced by Mr. Goulding, M.P. 
The Bill is supported by Sir George Doughty, Mr. F. E. Smith, Mr. Remnant, 
Sir Gilbert Parker, Col. Griffith-Boscawen, Viscount Wolmer, Sir Charles Hunter, 
Col. Yate, and Mr. O. Locker-Lampson. The second reading of the Bill is fixed 
for April 28th. 


The report has been presented of the Departmental Committee that was appoin- 
ted to advise the Secretary of State as to the establishment ofa Receiving House for 
alien immigrants at the Port of London. 

THE VOLUME OF TRAFFIC, 

The report sets out by stating that the Committee gather that since the 
passing of the Aliens Act the alien traffic to London has considerably decreased. 
Qmitting cabin (or first-class) passengers, such second-class passengers as have 
been exempted from inspection under bonds Liven by the shipping com panies and 
transmigrants, they submit the following figures of immigrant aliens arriving at the 
Port of London from ports in Europe and the Mediterranean Sea :—

The report points out that the foregoing figures include man, persons who are 
not immigrants in the strict sense of the word; they include (1) those who. 
though not strictly transmigrants, intend eventually to proceed to some destination 


outside the United Kingdom : (2) those who have return tickets : (3) seamen: and 


(4) residents returning. If these categories are deducted, the figures stand as

The numbers of transmigrants, it 1s stated, dropped from 17,208 in 1906 to 
8,511 in 1907, and to 1,961 in 1908. In 1909 they totalled 4,362, of whom 3,699 
came on immigrant ships. In the first six months of I19LO they totalled 4,556, of 
whom all but 450 came on immigrant ships. 

A table is given showing the number of aliens from whom leave Was withheld 
by the Immigration Officer in the four-and-a-half years from 1906 till July, 1910; 
the number of appeals; the number of successful and unsuccessful appeals; and 
the total finally refused leave in each of the years mentioned. 

Since 1906 (in which year there were, on three different occasions, 33, 52, and 
Z2 appellants respectively), there have never been more than 17 appellants under 
detention at one time (August, 1909). The average number is stated to be five 
or sik. : 

PRESENT “ INCONVENIENCES.” 

The report goes on to describe the “ inconveniences ” attaching to the existing 
system. It points out that the work of the Immigration Officer and the Medical 
Inspector is hampered by (1) the conditions prevailing on board ship, and (2) the 
haste which may sometimes be necessary in order that the vessel may not lose her 
tide. 

The Chief Immigration Officer stated that in the case of girls as to whose 
destination he was not quite satisfied, he would like to complete the inspection 
after having made some enquiries, and they might then be given leave to land and 
not refused, as is necessary at present, owing to the absence of a Receiving House 
in which they might wait in the meantime. 

Mr. A. O. Goodrich, a member of the Immigration Board, stated that under 
present conditions the time for enquiry is so short that the officers cannot always 
yet the necessary information, and that, in the absence of such information, aliens 
may sometimes be admitted who ought properly to be rejected, it being the rule of 
the Board, at any rate, when he was present, to give the alien the benefit of the 
doubt. As for the shipping companies, under : 

The present conditions ships sometimes lose a tide, which is a serious matter, 
es ecially with perishable cargo; they may also be otherwise inconvenienced by being 
compelled to wait off Gravesend until the inspection can take piace, if they arrive there 
between & p.m. and 6 a.m No donbt, too, the shipping companies suffer inconvenience 
by having to keep a rejected immigrant who has appealed in custody on board ship and 
to bring him up before the Immigration Board. 

The immigrants are, however, the worst sufferers. The chief immigration 
officer informed the Committee that in all weathers they may have to remain in the 
open air on deck whilst waiting for inspection, and after they have been inspected, 
until the whole inspection has been completed. Those who are rejected have to 
remain in custody on board ship until the Immigration Board meets to consider 
their appeals, and if their appeals are dismissed until the departure of the ship. 
This may involve several days’ detention. The case of the immigrants on board 
the 8.S. “ Nerissa,” under disgraceful insanitary conditions, to which we called the 
attention of the Home Secretary at the time, will be recollected. 

“We are of opinion,” say the Committee, “that all the inconveniences we have 
enumerated above would be either obviated or largely mitigated by the establishment of a 
properly-equipped Receiving House ina convenient situation.” 

SITUATION OF THE RECEIVING HOUSE, 


With regard to the situation of the Receiving House, the report remarks, only 
one plan that seems under existing circumstances to be feasible was presented to 
the Committee, namely, that it should be established at Tilbury. No other available 
situation on the river or in London would be equally convenient for all the ship 
ping companies involved, or even reasonably accessible to some of them. 

The Committee hold that if a Receiving House is established, it will be neces- 
sary to land transmigrants there as well as immigrants. Otherwise it would be 
necessary to count transmigrants on board ship and to examine their tickets there, 
a course which would cause delay to the ship. It would be necessary to have in 
the Receiving House a room where three hundred transmigrants could rest for 
some hours in reasonable comfort. Provision would also be necessary for supply- 
ing them with food. 

With regard to immigrant aliens rejected by the Immigration Officer and 
detained pending the hearing of their appeals, the Committee consider that it 
would be necessary to provide sleeping accommodation for about thirty persons. 
There must also, they say, be a kitchen, and provision should be made for con- 
sidering the special requirements of Jewish immigrants in regard to food. They 
think also that there should be separate accommodation for second class 

ngers, many of whom are genuine tourists of superior station. 

Under the Aliens Act the master of a ship is responsible for the custody of an 
alien who has been refused leave to land until! his appeal, if any, is dismissed, and 
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he has been taken away from the U nited Kingdom. The Port Authority have 
now intimated that thev are prepared to undertake this custody, and this. say the 
Committee, seems, on the whole, to be the best plan. 

COST OF RECEIVING HOUSE AND LEVY OF TOLL. 

The Port Authority estimate that the arrangement of a receiving house at 
Tilburv would involve them in a net loss about £1,000 a year. They suggest that 
they ought to have recouped this amount, and that they should receive in addition 
an annual payment famount not specified) for maintenance and interest on the 
capital cost involved in and about the scheme. A toll of 1s. would, they Say. 
be quite inadequate to meet the items of cost set out by the Port Authority. Lhe 
amount realised by such a toll in the vear 1909 would have been £557 Lis. ; this

OTHER VORTSs., 

Members of the Committee visited the ports of Grimsby, Hull, Newhaven, 
Folkestone. Dover and Harwich. The Committee have had before them the 
¥ ‘ports of these members, and they find that at all these p rts, except Harwich 
and Hull, the passenger traffic, unlike that to London, is mainly under the control 
of one company, and that the company has made provision ashore for the recep- 
tion of immigrants. In several cases the company 1s a railway company, which 
not only controls the port accommodation, but also owns steamers. The Com 
mittee are of opinion that on the whole the arrangements made at these ports for 
carrying out the provisions of the Aliens Act are well devised and efficient in 
practice, and that all the officials execute their duties with commendable care and 
discretion. 


THE REJECTION OF ALIENS. 

Mr. Winston Churchill, replying to a question, not orally put, by Mr. Astor, 
states that an immigrant must be refused leave to land “if he is a lunatic, or 
@n idiot. or owing to any disease or infirmity appears likely to become A charge 
upon the rates, or otherwise a detriment to the public.” During 1909 leave to land 
was finally refused under the provision in 417 cases, and during 1910 the number 
of cases was 206; a total of 625 for the two years. Of the total for the two years 
299 cases of trachoma were included in the return, and 161] cases of infirmities 
likely to lead to chargeability. 


ALIENS AND POOR LAW RELIEF. 

Mr. John Burns stated, last week, that in 1900 the number of aliens who 
received Poor Law Relief in London and six large towns was stated to be 2,744. 
Of those relieved in London, 1.100, or rather more than half, were stated to be 
Russians or Poles. In 1910, 5,732 adult aliens received poor relief in London and 
fourteen other districts. Of these, 2,599 were described as Russians and 1.029 as 
Germans. No information was available as to the number in 1900 who received 
medical relief; but of those relieved in 1910 1,781 were stated to have received 
medical relief, and 376 to have been persons of unsound mind. 


ALIENS’ SUCCESSFUL APPEAL AT GRIMSBY. 


The Grimsby Immigration Board on Monday again considered the case of 
HERSCH REBE, a young Russian Jew, who, with his wife, was rejected by the 
Immigration Officers on Friday as undesirable aliens. 

Mr. L. H. Woolfe, who appeared for the immigrants, called Mr. Hyam 
Rakusen, of Carlisle, a director of Bonn, Rakusen and Co., kosher biscuit makers, 
who stated that he was prepared to give the immigrant employment at a com- 
mencing wage of 14s. weekly with free house. Witness was a director of Carr and 
Co., biscuit manufacturers, of Carlisle, as well as of the associated firm. His 
qualification was 5,000 shares. 

“ But if you find employment for this man you will displace a Gentile?” said 
the Stipendiary. 

“No,” said the witness. He explained that the smaller firm made biscuits 
under certificate from the Chief Rabbi in London, and it was necessary to employ 
overseers of the Jewish faith for the production of kosher biscuits. Witness 
employed about sixty hands altogether, and of these eighteen were Jews. 

After consultation in private the Board gave permission to the immigrants to 
land on Mr. Rakusen entering into a bond that they should never become 
chargeable to the rates. 

The immigrants, who had only been married seventeen days, came from N yra, 
Kurland (Russia).

METROPOLITAN HOSPITAL.

The annual meeting of the Metropolitan Hospital was held on Monday 
HOWARD DE WALDEN, who presided, formally proposed the adoption of the report 

Mr. J. THOMAS, In seconding the motion, said that the year had heen avery 
busy one in connection with the Hospital, which had continued its excellent work among 
the sick poor. They had received among other amounts a handsome donation of £2,000 
from the Zunz trustees, being the same amount as the, had given them for several vears 
past. While the income had been good the expenditure had increased, with the result 
that it had exceeded the income by £1,193. Thev had now 125 beds in the Hospital, the 
number having been increased last vear by certain re-arrangements which were made in 
connection with the isolation accommodation that had been provided Although the 
extra six beds had only been available for a short period if the vear, they had treated no 
fewer than 1,767 in-patients, while the out-patients had largely increased, numbering 
H.41 with 153.396 attendances (n important event during the vear had been the pro 
vision of isolation accommodation The total cost of the improvements had amounted 
to £13,700, and only £11 iaw had been obtained. If thew could build a nurses home it 
would enable them to place thirty-six more beds at the disposal of the medical staff, and 
he was assured that it would be of the greatest benefit to the sick and My pire i poo! of the 
north-east of London if that additional accommodation could be provided.

The seventy-fifth annual report states that as the result of the isolation accommoda 
tion the number of beds now available is 128. For the greater part of last vear, however, 
117 beds only were available. The average number of beds occupied daily was 115. 
From the financial statement it will be observed that the balance of the income and 
expenditure account shows a deficit of £1,193, the total income being £15,174, and the 
total expenditure £16,367. The total expenditure, however, includes an amount of 
£1,000 which, in accordance with the requirements of the King's Fund, was apportioned 
by the Committee on the 3lst October. 1910, to the “ Renewals and Repairs Account.” 


The balance of the “Special Repairs and Improvements Fund Account,” 
amounting to £13,636 has been apportioned to the “~ Land, Buildings, and 
Equipment Account.” Of this amount £9,559 was paid in_ the year 1909. 


Altogether, the vear has been one of great activity at the Hospital, which has done its 
utmost to meet the requirements of the dense population surrounding it. The Hospital 
is now thoroughly up-to-date and has an highly efficient staff The improvements are 
all completed, but the Special Fund has not yet met the entire outlay. The ordinary 
income is far below the necessary expenditure, and in view of the valuable work which 
is being done, an earnest appeal is again made for the means to maintain Its efficiency. 

We need now only add that the Hospital contains a special Jewish ward and a 
Yiddish-speaking medical officer in the person of Dr. A. Cohen, and the Hospital treats 
a fair number of our poor sick coreligionists from all parts of London.

Mr. D. A. ROMAIN reminded Mr. Levy that the Congregation were indebted 
to tlie bankers to the extent of £500. A sum would be devoted to the repairs of 
the synagogue at the earliest possible opportunity. 

The balance-sheet was adopted. 

Mr. CLAUDE LEVY asked that the synagogue at Bevis Marks might be kept 
in a cleaner condition. 

Mr. R. M. SEBAG-MONTEFIORE promised Mr. Levy that his desires would 
be carried out. 

A debate on precedence in the synagogue ensued, but the newly-revised 
Ascama, to the effect that precedence should be given to seniority of age instead 
of seniority of membership, is to remain as revised. 


Sephardic Congregational Association. 

The items on the agenda having been disposed of, 

Mr. ARPOM A. ROMAIN raised the question of the Sephardic Congregational 
Association. He declared that their synagogue was as much a‘charitable institu. 
tion as it was a business organisation, as was evidenced by the grants made by it 
to various charitable works. Seventy-five per cent. of the children of their 
members were being taught at the classes of the Association and the good work 
that was being done was recognised by the grant received from the synagogue. 
However, the Association was now in a: state of bankruptcy, and unless more 
financial support was forthcoming the good work of the Association would have to 
be curtailed. He urged the necessity of an increased grant and more liberal con- 
tributions from the members of the synagogue. 

Mr. J. DE CASSERES, Treasurer of the Association, said he was in a position 
to contradict the statement that the Association was bankrupt. They were able 
to pay their way this year without any financial difficulty. The time, however, 
had arrived when the question of educating their young in the religious tenets of 
their faith should be thoroughly enquired into. It was doubtful whether they 
really required two schools for imparting religious knowledge, and he was of opinion 
that much overlapping ensued as things now obtained. He suggested the building 
of one central school in Mile End on the frontage of the Beth Haim. 

Mr. CLAUDE LEVY averred that the Sephardic Congregational Association 
were working in direct opposition to the Gates of Hope Schools. 

Mr. E. J. A. PAIBA supported the suggestion put forward by Mr. Romain for 
the application of an increased grant. There was no foundation for the statement 
that children were taken away from the Gates of Hope Schools to fill the classes of 
the Association. In fact, there were enough Sephardi children in the East End to 
fill half-a-dozen schools, and it was only because they had insufficient accommoda 
tion and very limited means that so many Sephardi children were obliged .to attend 
the classes of the Jewish Religious Education Board. He thought the suggestion 
for the building of one central school besides being impracticable and very costly 
would not be able to meet future contingencies. They had only been enabled to 
make both ends meet in the past year by curtailing their teaching staff. He moved 
that the Yehidim recommend the Elders to increase the grant to the Association, 

Mr. ARTOM A. ROMAIN seconded. 

Mr. R. M. SEBAG-MONTEFIORE, speaking on behalf of the Mahamad, 
expressed his willingness to accept the recommendation. He strongly advised 
against putting their money in bricks and mortar. 

Mr. D. A. ROMAIN expressed the hope that means would be found whereby 
an amalgamation would be effected between the Association and the Shaare 
Tikvah Schools. He agreed with Mr. Montefiore as to the unwise policy of 
building, especially so when tey could obtain school accommodation at nominal 
rent from the London County Council authorities. 

Mr. CLAUDE LEVY, who was of opinion that the present grant was a@ 
generous one, and moved an amendment to the effect that the grant should not be

replied “from the Board of Guardians.” I do not know what followed, but I 
should guess the teather seized the opportunity of explaining that you could not 
get coal from the Board unless the benevolent public supplied it with sufficient 
money. With this moral before us, I had better turn at once to the Treasurer's 
statement. Judged from whatever standpoint we may choose to regard it, the 
net result mist be considered eminently unsatisfactory. Beginning the past year 
with a credit balance of over £5,900, the residue of the Jubilee collection, we find 
ourselves, at the end of the vear, ina deticit of over £700. The amount is not 
staggering in comparison with some deficits which have worried us in the past, 
but, as 1s made pn rfectiv clear in the report, if our expenditure during the current 
vear remains only at the’same level as in the past year, and if our income should 
not expand considerably, we shall be

to the tune of over £6,500. There are, unhappily, no signs which will warrant us 
in anticipating an increase in our income. Last year our donations were some 
thing like £1,300 less than those received in the last normal year with which 
comparison can be made, and while it is true the burden has become heavier, it 
is equally undoubted that the past twelvemonths have been prosperous in both 
commercial and financial circles. Although I do not suppose | am specially 
favoured, | am quite alive to the many appeals which compete with us for the 
charity of the Community, but Iam confident that these can all be met and our 
own needs fully satistied if the Jews of this metropolis fully acknowledged their 
responsibilities. As matters stand now many persons of considerable wealth, to 
whom the character of our work among the foreign Jewish poor one would have 
thought would specially appeal, abstain from assisting this Board, Their absten- 
tion is one of the causes which checks elasticity in the. resources placed at our 
disposal, and which jeopardises 

THE REPUTATION FOR CHARITY, 
that, has hitherto been our proud possession. Reference is made in the Report 
to the decrease in the amount received from legacies and donations. In Memoriam 
as compared with previous years. ‘These resources must necessarily fluctuate, and 
I only allude to the subject because suggestions have been made that we should 
seek refuge from our difficulties by spending such sums as we may receive in this 
way. Personally | hope that testators will themselves place this temptation as far 
as possible beyond our reach, because I cannot see any possibility of reducing the 
expenses of administration, and it is essential that we should have a large fixed 
income capable of meeting them or any probable expansion. This, I think, may 
be reasonably urged against any such proposal apart from the general principle 
that each generation should bear its own burdens. There is also a falling-off in 
the contributions from the various 

AID SOCIETIES 

whose assistance we greatly value; their help comes from sources not formerly 
reached by the Board, and I hope this year they will succeed in doing better. The 
total of our expenditure in relief does not differ materially from that in the pre- 
vious year; the details, however, show considerable variations to which I would 
brietly refer, and I can best do so in relation to some of the features of our tables 
in the appendix, as it is obvious that the statistics of cases dealt with and the 
figures in the balance-sheet are inter-dependent. Taking a broad survey of the 
circumstances of the Jewish poor, so far as our work throws light upon their condi- 
tion, there has been a slight improvement ; there are two occupations, as suggested 
in the report, which are a pretty fair index—the boot and tailoring trades. The 
numbers so classified in our books show a reduction respectively of 104 and 208 
cases. Persons thus employed are generally compelled to come to the Board by 
slackness of work and by temporary illness, and it is felt by some of our 
experienced members and officials that if 


THE HABIT OF THRIFT 


were inculcated, a considerable number of such applicants, many of whom when 
employed earn good wages, would then rarely become recipients of charity. It is 
hoped that the exercise of this virtue, which is now so out of fashion even in spheres 
more exalted than those to which I am referring, may be more universally taught 
than ts the case now. There seem to be two essentials, first, that a knowledge of 
the benefits which can be obtained by mutual assurance should be more widely 
disseminated and, secondly, that existing societies or others which may be started 
should be so organised as to inspire and merit the complete confidence of their sub- 
scribing members. In confirmation of the somewhat more favourable view which 
I am disposed to entertain, it will be found in the report that of 897 new cases 
dealt with daring the year, only 341 were added to the register as recipients of 
rel ef of the ordinary character, as against 481 in 1999. And, again, out of the 
total number of 4,359 cases dealt with in the year by our 


RELIEF DEPARTMENTS, 


after deducting the recipients’ allowances, and those who receive assistance for trade 
and temporary help, there remain 612 cases who obtain aid of a special character, 
such as would probably warrant in the majority of such cases the assumption 
that they would not have to re-apply. I have had, however, sufficient experience 
of statistics to realise the dangers of too sweeping deductions, and especially do I 
appreciate the pitfalls which await the unwary in handling the figures of this 
Board, where our tables are ptepared without the assistance of a statistical depart- 
ment. Such an adjunct is really necessary if we undertook to furnish, which 
we do not do, absolutely accurate mathematical and scientific data for the 


student of Jewish pauperism.

When we come to consider the operations of our 


ALLOWANCES COMMITTEES, 


the results are less favourable as the aggregate of cases dealt with during the year 
ig very considerable. The total on the books at the close is 560, only thirteen less 
than at the end of the previous year, but as the Fixed Allowances are responsible 
for 464, against 449 in 1909, you will see that the tendency of this permanent 
charge on our funds to increase still prevails, and is the most serious feature in 
the work of the Board. As is explained in this report, and as I stated in my last 
appeal, the policy which the Board has been developing for some years 18 in the 
direction of building up the family physically, so as to prevent its members 
becoming recruits to the ranks of pauperism, especially in those families where 
consumption has removed the head, or where— he has been permanently 
incapacitated by illness. It has always been recognised that the execution of this 
programme would involve heavy outlay, but it was, and is believed, that it will 
achieve results justifying the sacrifices it demands. It is work which means 
the 


SPECIALISATION OF THE CASES 


demanding the highest qualities of administration, both from the honorary 
workers and from the officials, and we have realised that the exercise of such 
qualities is scarcely possible in the cramped conditions under which such work is 
now being carried on. It is hoped that the proposals recently adopted by the 
Board will provide a remedy. While the figures of cases of ordinary relief are, as 
I have shown, fairly satisfactory and the expenditure in this direction shows a 
considerable reduction, the outlay on our allowance cases in money and kind 
exhibits a very considerable increase. The total is £14,674, an increase of £1,826, 
which has been expended upon 830 cases dealt with during the year by the two 
Committees. These were not all separate cases, as the Temporary Allowances 
Committee acts as a feeder for the other; consequently certain cases—-72 to be 
precise—have been at one time or other during the course of the year on the books 
of both. There does not seem to be any prospect of any material falling-off in the 
charge which will fall upon the Board in this branch of its work, and I would 
specially emphasise this feature in our liabilities on account of its more permanent 
character. Such cases, apart from those on our books due to old age, receive the 
treatment which is the direct outcome of the policy to which I have just referred ; 
adopted as the result of years of experience,

in its ultimate efficiency, but its continuance will be rendered impossible tnless 
ample funds are placed at the Board's disposal. Before leaving this subject let me 
express the great regret of his colleagues that Mr. Ernest D. Lowy has been 
obliged, owing to other engagements, to resign his membership of the Board. Mr.

Ido not know what the ratio 
would be amongst our cases, but if you examine the details of this expenditure 
you will see that it is all incurred practically in provision for sickness and in fight- 
ing consumption—a policy to which I have already alluded as one to which the 
Board is deeply committed. In connection with the prevention of this disease, | 
may recall that the department has now been working in its re-organised form 
for tive years, and it has been found necessary in the past year to extend 
somewhat the duties of Health Visitors; each successive step has been 
taken only after mature deliberation, and always within the limits of the 
main objective, the prevention of the spread of the disease. The report 
of the Sanitary Committee recording the progress of this crusade should be 
attentively studied; it reflects a high standard of efficiency on the part of its 
administrators both honorary and official, and the statistics of the various phases 
of the work are set out with great clearness, leaving the student to draw his own 
conclusions from the data provided. Iam, perhaps, not qualified, nor have I the 
time to act in this capacity this morning, but I may point to the pages giving the 
ascertained condition of those persons discharged from Daneswood as well worthy 
of attention. When the public authorities determine themselves to combat the 
spread of the disease, then will be the opportunity of the Board to review this 
important branch of its work in all its aspects. Until that time arrives, the Board 
should not take its hand from the plough, and in the full conviction that it is

carried out under most able auspices, the Board has recently sanctioned the 
appointment of an additional junior Health Visitor, whose services are badly 
needed. The work of the departmental Committees has been continued on lines 
familiar to you from previous years, the only new departure being that the 
accounts of the Workroom Committee have now been placed under the control of 
the Treasurers in conformity with the practice in other cases. The Girls’ Section 
of the Industrial Department has been deprived of the services of its former 
Chairwoman, Mrs. Frederick Franklin, to whom a well-deserved tribute is paid in 
the report; the success which this branch of the Board’s work has achieved was 
largely due to the initiative of Mrs. Franklin, and promise of its continuance 
should be assured in the capable hands of Mrs. R. Waley Cohen, who has succeeded 
her. The number of girls shows a decrease owing to situations being found for 
them by Care Committees and through the Labour Bureaux. Of course girls 
apprenticed through those channels are almost invariably unable to obtain con- 
cessions for rest upon the Sabbath. The number of boys dealt with has increased 
possibly in some measure owing to the greater ease with which masters have been 
obtained through the improvement in trade. It is a fair inference also that there

Cancellations remain regrettably high, but quite 50 per cent. of them are 
attributable to causes beyond the control of the Committee and are mostly the 
result of misconduct on the part of the boys—a lamentable feature, upon which I 
have commented in previous years. As my attention has been called to the cost of 
the Department, I should like to point out that although it is true administrative 
charges are at the same level as they were four years ago when fifty more boys were 
indentured, it must be clear to any business man that you cannot regulate your 
staff in proportion to the annual fluctuations in the numbers apprenticed, and 
further it must be remembered that the total number of apprentices on the books 
is now higher than it was four years ago.

Mr. ISAAC LANDAU referred to a case of cruelty to one of the Board’s 
apprentices, and expressed surprise that the lad had been left with the master 
who had so ill-treated him. He also referred to the case of the Jewish boy at 
St. Monica’s Home and asked whether there was no machinery which would 
obviate Jewish children being brought under the possibility of conversionist 
intluences. 

_ Mr. FRANK MORLEY, Chairman of the Industrial Committee, explained the 
circumstances in regard to the apprentice and said that the lad was almost 
mentally deficient and had been a very difficult case to deal with. The “ cruelty 
to which reference was made was partly an accident, and the master had offered 
to retain the boy. However, a new place had been found for him. 

Mr. H. R. LEVINSOHN said that most careful enquiries had been made in 
regard to St. Monica’s Home, and if there 
there they must be a recent development.

CAMBRIDGE LOCAL EXAMINATIONS.—In the report of the examiners 
©” the last Cambridge Local Examinations the following paragraphs in reference 
00 the special Scripture paper set for Jewish candidates appear :—Preliminary : 

‘Xcellent answers were given to the questions about the meaning of Hebrew 
names and the description of Rebecca’s deception of Isaac; but the answers to 
other questions were in several cases disappointing. Juniors: The work was 
‘distinctly good, on the whole; and several of the candidates did excellently. The 
translation from Hebrew into English was not so satisfactory in December as in 
July, but the pointing showed an improvement. Seniors: In July, the answers 
were, on the whole, satisfactory, and showed a decided improvement upon those of 
‘he preceding year. About half the candidates obtained well over half marks. 
Uhree took the Hebrew part of the paper, and acquitted themselves very fairly in 
translation. In December, two of the four candidates took the Hebrew part, one 
of them acquitting herself excellently throughout the paper. The others did fairly.

HE communal fancy has obviously been tickled with the anerv. wordy storm 
that has followed the attempt to resuscitate the shaitel. Never. in the 
course of its lengthy history has the pious peruke received so much atten. 
tion, and it 1s here, in the heart of the Kast End, that one is enabled to 
gauge the feeling on a subject that has aroused alternately the ire and the 

merriment of the community at large. It was not so very long ago. in this very 
column, that I drew attention to the decreasing number of shaitels to be seen in 
our streets. Except in the case of elderly matrons, it is seldom affected. and it is 
significant that the young foreign Jewess contents herself with the cove 
nature has provided for her head, rather than with the cumbersome wig which 
mars her good looks and adds to her age indubitably fut this ie not all 
mover of what is now an _ historic resolution might have s aved his time and hy 
eloquence, for do not the majority of our women-folk affect a variant of the Shaite 
nowadays 

This is the peg upon which a lady correspondent hangs an amusing letter to 
myself, from which I feel it would be a pity not to quote. Far be it from me to 
embark upon so perilous an enquiry as that which the writer innocently suggests. 
but I have her assurance that the worthy Rabbis have been anticipated long, long 
wo. “Are not the majority of lovely coiffures false—the silverv hair of the 
lowager duchess, and the golden locks of her dauchters or daughters-in law 
Che Rabbis. l am to know. need have ne fear that the r behests TMiay be disre 

irded. On the contrary, it will now be possible for wives to turn aside the 
husbandly grumble with the remark that the Rabbis are in favour of false hair 
ind thus the command will be obeved and the fashion followed. A poor, thin 
excuse in all seriousness.

vogue, the mother nearly collapsed on seeing her daughter with the same maiden), 
coiffure, the hair loosely curled and oled, and hanging lovingly over neck. and 
shoulders. The shaitel was nowhere to be seen! Explanations were asked and 
offered. “On the day of our marriage,” said the son-in-law, “ my wife was vour 
daughter entirely. She Was obedt nt to your behests. To-day she 1s Tr) v wife. 
and, therefore, in duty bound to carry out my wishes. She has done so by casting 
aside the objectionable shaitel. There is no need to disguise her youth and beauty. I 
am so proud of her that I want the whole world to see what a treasure you have 
placed in my arms.” It reads very much like an extract from a back number of 
the Family Herald, but for those of my fair readers who would wish to know how 
the matter ended, I am pleased to state that the curtain was rung down upon the 
maternal blessing and mutual reconciliation. Thereafter, this particular shaitel 
continued its career as a pincushion ! 

There is food for reflection in the statement that during the past year the 
Jewish Board of Geardians expended four times the amount on the provision Of 
false teeth for the deserving poor than it had done in 1907. It seems, again, to 
point conclusively to the deep-rooted love of sweet foods among the very poor, as 
well as to the indifferent quality of Kast knd bread. If one were to pass through 
a Jewish market-place at a busy hour of the dav. nothing could be more con- 
vincing than the number of females with flannel-swathed faces.

We are very apt to maintain a jocular attitude towards false 
teeth and all they signify. but none know better than the Jewish Board of 
Guardians what a blessing this provision means to the afflicted. It would not be 
at all surprising if this item of expenditure showed a tendency to decrease in the 
vears to come—if the Standard Bread bubble has not burst by then!

force to those cases where they work for Jewish master tailors who do not set up the 
same standard as do the fa tories, where a mans wage is based from the female labour 
standpoint. Mr. Moses's remark that the ready-made section of the clothing trade has 
gone to garrison towns l acree with, but that is not due to the rise in the price of labour. 
It is due to the fact that Jewish workers are not prepared to accept the very low waves 
accepted by Gentile women workers :—See page 160, Factories and Workshops Annual 
Report. 1909. This, however, will be remedied no doubt by the Trades Board Act. of 
which I am a representing member. This now leads me to deal with renffarks made bv 
Mr. Moses in this direction. 

I certainly agree with him that it is a serious defect in the Act, the deletion of 
Clause 7 of the original Bill making the merchant tailor or warehouseman responsible if 
found paving such rates as will not permit of the minimum time or piece rates, such as 
may be fixed, and that they will be fixed too low to be of any real value. This has heen 
proved by experience. I refer to the absence of legal responsibility upon the Factor in 
the case of the chainmaking industry. This, however, will be a matter that organised 
opinion will have a voice in, with a view of bringing about an altered state. Mr. Moses's 
remarks and views upon the state of existing organised efforts are very interesting and 
also misleading. Taking Mr. Moses's own efforts in this direction as an example, I agree 
with him, seeing that Mr. Moses is a member of the Master Tailors’ Organisation. of 
which I have the honour to be Secretary. He has not attended a meeting for many 
months past, althongh many meetings were held, each more interesting and more 
important than the preceding one. But I am pleased to state, and I feel snre Mr. Moses 
will be pleased to learn, that the great majority of our members take a more active 
interest than Mr. Moses can spare the time to doin the furtherance of organisation. 
This does not apply to London alone, and for the information of Mr. Moses. who has not 
the time to attend our meetings, I take this opportunity of informing him that there is a 
general movement throughout the country on the part of both employers and employed, 
each side seeking to bring about improved conditions. : .
